Ear&ir  this  week,  residents  of 
the  small  settlement  of  Ma'aleh 
Hever  in  the  Hebron  Hills  held  a 
dedication  ceremony  for  a  new 
Housing  Ministry-built  neighbor¬ 
hood  they  have  not  yet  been  per¬ 
mitted  to  move  into.  But  accord¬ 
ing  to  one  Ma’aleh  Hever 
resident,-,  sojtoe  12  young  couples 
haye  moved  into  the  homes  over 
the  last  few  weeks. 

Both  settlement  and  Peace 
Now  sources  sav  that  the  phe¬ 
nomenon  is  widespread,  and  that 
settlers  have  squatted  in  bun- 
4  dreds  of  homes  in  their  settle¬ 
ments,  which  the  Housing  Minis¬ 
try  refases  to  rent  or  sell  because 
of  the  government's  freeze  on 
settlement  building.  Construc¬ 
tion  of  these  units  was  begun  un¬ 
der  the  Likud  government. 

Most  of  these  apartments  have 
official  utility  connections, 
though  in  some  cases  connections 
have  been  rigged  op  by  the  squat¬ 
ters,  with  help  from  the 
settlement. 

Housing  Minister  Binyamin 
Ben-EKezer  told  the  Knesset  Fi¬ 
nance  Committee  last  week  that 
there  are  currently  3,300  empty 
housing  units  in  the  settlements, 
and  that  there  have  been  only  350 
requests  to  rent  or  buy  them.

3  gunmen  killed,  7  SLA  soldiers 
wounded  in  fierce  zone  fighting 

‘Most  extensive  exchanges  since  Operation  Accountability’ 


A  BATTLE  between  Police 
Minister  Moshe  Shahal  and 
former  police  inspector-gen¬ 
eral  Ya’acov  Temer  erupted 
following  yesterday's  High 
Court  of  Justice  ruling  up¬ 
holding  the  latter’s  petition. 
The  petition  sought  to  void  a 
report  by  State  Comptroller 
Miriam  Ben-Porat  regarding 
the  events  which  led  to 
Temer's  forced  resignation 
two-and-a-half  years  ago. 

It  was  the  first  time  the 
High  Court  had  ever  over¬ 
turned  a  state  comptroller's 
report. 

The  court  ruled  4-1  that  there 
were  defects  in  the  report,  which 
stated  that  Terrier  had  lied  about 
conducting  discussions  with  La¬ 
bor  Party  officials  about  entering 
politics  while  he  was  still  in 
uniform. 

Justices  Eliezer  Goldberg, 
Eliahu  Mazza,  Mishael  Cheshin, 
and  Dalia  Dorner  said  Temer 
should  have  been  given  a  chance 
to  examine  the  evidence  against 
him  before  the  report  was  re- 
.  leased.  Former  court  president 
Meir  Shamgar  dissented. 

While  Temer  said  that  yester¬ 
day  was  probably  the  happiest  of 
his  life  and  that  he  was  pleased  he 
had  waged  the  long  legal  battle, 
Shahal  called  him  a  liar  and  ac¬ 
cused  him  of  falsifying  evidence. 

“Instead  of  being  happy,  it 
would  probably  be  better  if 
Temer  stopped  lying.  Maybe  he 
will  learn  his  lesson  now,” -he 
said.

When  he  heard  that  Temer  is 
planning  to  embark  on  a  political 
career.  Shahal  said  he  had  hoped 
a  better  quality  of  person  would 
enter  politics. 

The  controversy  began  in 
March  1993,  when  Shahal  forced 
Temer  into  early  retirement  over 
his  discussions  with  Labor  Party 
secretary-general  Nissim  Zvilli 
about  the  possibility  of  his  run¬ 
ning  for  Tel  Aviv  mayor. 

Shahal  ousted  him  for  trying  to 
enter  politics  while  still  m  uni¬ 
form.  calling  him  a  “political  in¬ 
spector-general." 

-  Temer  said  at  the  time  that 
Shahal  had  wanted  him  out  be¬ 
cause  he  refused  to  replace  the 
team  of  detectives  investigating 


former  interior  minister  Aryeh 
Deri  on  corruption  charges. 

In  her  report,  which  was  re¬ 
quested  by  the  Knesset  State 
Control  Committee.  Ben-Porat 
wrote  that  Shahal  had  told  the 
truth  and  Temer  had  lied. 

In  response.  Temer  said  he 
had  not  been  given  a  fair  chance 
to  defend  himself,  since  he  was 
not  allowed  to  examine  material 
against  him.  He  then  petitioned 
the  High  Court,  seeking  to  over¬ 
turn  Ben-Porat’s  ruling. 

The  court  agreed,  declaring 
the  report  mill  and  void. 

The  justices  did  not  refer  to  the 
sequence  of  events  leading  up  to 
the  report  or  to  its  findings,  but 
said  the  law  obligates  even  the 
state  comptroller  to  allow  an  ex¬ 
amination  of  the  evidence,  espe¬ 
cially  if  a  person’s  reputation 
might  be  damaged. 

In  his  dissent.  Shamgar  said 
that  “the  High  Court  shonJd  not 
step  into  the  shoes  of  the  state 
comptroller.” 

Shahal  said  the  ruling  was 
“procedural  only."  and  insisted 
that  Temer  had  lied  when  he 
claimed  to  have  been  ousted  be¬ 
cause  Shahal  had  tried  to  inter¬ 
vene  in  the  Deri  investigation. 

“The  High  Court's  decision 
was  based  only  on  legal  princi¬ 
ples,  and  in  this  case,  is  similar  to 
a  criminal  who  is  caught  Ted 
handed,'  but  acquitted  simply 
because  of  procedural  defects 
during  his  anest,”  he  said.  “I 
stand  by  my  earlier  statement 
that  political  inspectors-general 
are  absolutely  forbidden.*’

THREE  Hizbullah  gunmen,  were 
killed  and  seven  South  Lebanese 
Army  soldiers  were  wounded 
yesterday  during  clashes  in  south 
Lebanon. 

UNIFTL  spokesman  Timur 
Goksel  said  the  exchanges  were 
the  fiercest  and  most  extensive 
in  nearly  six  years,  excluding 
Operation  Accountability  in 
1993. 

At  least  two  Lebanese  civilians 
from  villages  north  of  the  security 
zone  were  also  wounded  in  the 
exchanges,  which  lasted  for  over 
14  hours. 

The  IDF  Spokesman  said  the 
three  gunmen  were  killed  in  a 
clash  with  SLA  troops  in  the 
western  sector  of  the  zone  early 
in  the  morning.  The  troops  were 
on  patrol  when  they  spotted  the 
gunmen,  who  were  apparently  on 
their  way  to  carry  out  an  attack 
near  Dibble  village  inside  the 
zone. 

The  spokesman  said  the  SLA 
soldiers  surrounded  the  area  and 
charged  the  gunmen,  who  were

all  killed.  A  large  quantity  of 
arms  were  found  on  the  bodies. 

According  to  the  spokesman. 
Hizbullah  gunners  responded  by 
firing  scores  of  mortar,  anti-tank, 
and  light  artilleiy  rounds  at  Dib¬ 
ble  and  its  environs.  Extensive 
damage  to  property  was  report¬ 
ed.  A  church  was  also  damaged, 
although  there  were  no  reports  of 
civilian  casualties. 

IDF  and  SLA  gunners  re¬ 
turned  fire,  blasting  suspected 
Hizbullah  targets  in  the  area  and 
north  of  the  zone.  The  heavy 
fighting  continued  into  the 
evening. 

The  spokesman  also  said  that 
explosive  devices  were  detonated 
alongside  an  SLA  armored  per¬ 
sonnel  carrier  and  an  IDF  APC. 
There  were  no  casualties 
reported. 

UN  sources  reported  that  Hiz¬ 
bullah  had  fired  more  than  150 
mortar  and  anti-tank  rounds,  as 
well  as  thousands  of  rounds  from 


light  weapons  and  heavy  machine 
guns,  during  the  course  of  the 
fighting  in  the  western  sector. 
IDF  and  SLA  gunners  responded 
with  over  400  rounds  of  artillery 
and  tank  fire. 

The  UN  sources  said  three  ar¬ 
tillery  rounds  exploded  in  the 
Irish  battalion's  headquarters  in 
TTbnin  village,  just  north  of  the 
zone,  causing  damage  but  no 
casualties. 

Later,  the  fighting  spread  to 
the  Rehan  region  in  the  eastern 
sector  of  the  zone,  following  a 
roadside  bomb  attack  there.  EDF 
gunners,  according  to  reports 
from  Lebanon,  blasted  suspected 
Hizbullah  targets  in  the  region 
and  north  of  the  zone 
response.

THE  destructive  career  of  Fathi 
Shkaki  had  its  roots  less  in  Edam 
than  in  the  prescribed  reading  of 
many  radical-chic  university  stu¬ 
dents  in  the  1960s,  especially  the 
writings  of  existentialist  philoso¬ 
pher  Jean -Paul  Sartre  and  Franz 
Fanon’s  The  Wretched  of  the 
Earth. 

This  marked  out  for  Shkaki  a 
different  path  than  that  of  Ha¬ 
mas,  the  larger  and  more  tradi¬ 
tional  Islamic  radical  movement, 
despite  his  later  medical  training 
at  die  Islamic  University  of  Zaga- 
zig  in  Egypt.  His  success  was  to 
encourage  Hamas  to  become 
more  violent  through  Islamic  Ji¬ 
had’s  ran>pnign  of  trilling  in  the 
mid-’ 80s,  which  so  enthralled  re¬ 
ligious  youtb  in  Gaza  in  the 
months  leading  to  the  intifada  in 
1987,  just  before  Shkaki  was  ex¬ 
pelled  to  Lebanon. 

The  movement  which  became 
Hamas  believed  first  in  Islamic 
renewal  and  only  later  directed 
its  energies  agamst  Israel,  but  Is¬ 
lamic  Jihad  was  a  violent  move¬ 
ment  from  the  beginning.  Its  Is¬ 
lam  was  eclectic.  Though  Sunni, 
it  looked  to  Shi’ite  Iran  for  inspi¬ 
ration.  Though  religious,  it 
worked  for  a  while  with  the  quasi- 
Marxist  PLO  to  use  violence  to 
compel  the  IDF  to  crack  down  on 
Palestinian  society,  thus  radical¬ 
izing  it 

Islamic  Jihad’s  pro-Iranian 
leanings  alone  ensured  that  it 
could  never  become  a  mass  reli¬ 
gious  movement  in  Palestinian 
society.  Yet  it  became  an  inspira¬ 
tion  for  Hamas  and  the  PLO  by 
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its  daring  attacks  on  soldiers  and 
prison  escapes. 

It  inspired  so  wen.  that  in  recent 
years  it  fell  behind  the  larger  Ha¬ 
mas  in  acts  of  terror.  Hamas  has 
also  drawn  closer  to  Iran. 

In  this  way,  Shkaki  succeeded 
in  radicalizing  traditional  Islamic 
movements.  But  while  foe  PLO’s 
mam  Fatah  faction,  once  negotia¬ 
tions  with  Israel  began,  under¬ 
stood  that  violence  is  only  useful 
up  to  a  point,  Islamic  Jihad  saw 
violence  as  foe  way  to  define  foe 
identity  of  the  “wretched  of  the 
earth"  which  Israel  and  the  peace 
process  had  erased. 

Mamie  Jihad  has  continued  its 
own  ultra-violent  intifada.  Fatah . 
has  withdrawn  foam  it  and  even 
Hamas,  whose  roots  are  in  Islam, 
not  in  violence,  may  be  about  to 
acquiesce  for  foe  sake  of  survival. 

The  question  is  whether  Islam¬ 
ic  Jihad  will  now  stop  foe  vio¬ 
lence,  which  in  recent  months  has 
been  steadily  losing  it  foe  support 
of  Palestinians. 

Shkaki  would  not  have  done 
so.  His  successor  Ramadan  Sha- 
lah  might  Some  who  know  him 
consider  him  relatively  pragmatic 
in  comparison  with  Shkaki. 

In  recent  months,  Shkaki 
.  seemed  to  be  losing  prestige  in 
the  movement.  Gaza’s  best 
known  Jihad  activist.  Sheikh 
Abdallah  Shami,  left  Gaza  Cen¬ 
tral  Prison  in  April  after  three 
months  of  Palestinian  Police  in¬ 


terrogation,  saying  "foe  time  had 
come  to  “reassess"  foe  use  of  vio¬ 
lence  to  avoid  confrontation  with 
the  Palestinian  Authority.  _ 

Shlrairi  demanded  clarification

But  foe  court  delayed  foe  release  until 
today  to  give  foe  prosecution  a  chance  to  appeal  it. 

On  Thursday,  foe  court  had  ordered  her  released  to  house 
arrest  following  a  lengthy  investigation.  But  on  Sunday,  foe 
prosecution  presented  foe  indictment  against  her,  and  asked 
that  she  be  held  until  foe  end  of  legal  proceedings.  !tim 

Woman  murdered  possibly  for  ‘honor’ 

The  body  of  a  Palestinian  woman  was  found  hanging  from  a 
tree  yesterday,  and  villagers  said  she  may  have  been  killed  by  a 
male  relative  for  “damaging  the  family  honor." 

Villagers  said  foe  body  of  foe  35-year -old  woman,  Widad 
who  was  married  with  four  children,  was  taken  from  the  village 
of  Bala,  near  Nablus,  to  Haifa  for  an  autopsy. 

The  villagers  believed  foe  killing  was  carried  out  to  protect 
foe  family’s  honor  and  said  she  was  suspected  of  having  an 
affair.  (AP) 

Shuafat  man  killed  by  cement-mixer 

A  74-year-old  resident  of  foe  Shuafat  refugee  camp  in 
Jerusalem  was  killed  yesterday  when  he  was  hit  by  a  cement- 
mixer  while  crossing  foe  street.  Police  said  the  driver  was 
speeding. 

In  Bnei  Brak,  a  15-year-old  w as  very  seriously  injured  when 
a  car  ran  up  onto  foe  traffic  island  on  which  he  has  standing  and 
knocked  him  into  the  street,  where  he  was  hit  by  a  truck.

After  foe  .  two  returned  to  Gaza,  they  founded  Mamie  Jihad  in 
Palestine,  which  they .  co-directed  for  a  time.  During  this  period, 
Shalah  was  a  lecturer  at  Al-Azhar  University. 

In  1984,  he  left  Gaza  and  continued  his  studies  in  economics  and 
political  science  in  Egypt  mid  the  US.  In  1986,  be  moved  to  Britain, 
where  he  completed  his  doctorate  in  economics.  He  remained  there 
until  1991. 

During  this  period,  Shalah  was  foe  contact  man  between  Jihad 
operatives^  in  Europe  and  the  territories.  Together  with  Bashir 
Nafa,  Shalah  headed  foe  enganizatioh’s  British  office,  which  fou¬ 
nded  money  to  the  territories.  He  also  drafted  most  of  the  leaflets 
the  group  distributed  in  the  territories. 

Shalah  then  moved  to  foe  US,  where  he  headed  foe  World 
Islamic  Exploration  Center  in-  Tampa,  Florida.  Shalah  who  has 
three  children,  is  now  said  to  divide  his  time  between  Lebanon  and 
Syria.  “  ‘  -r- . 


Arafat:  PNC  to  amend  charter  in 


PLO  Chairman  Yasser  Arafat  has  already 
asked  Prime  Minister  Yitzhak  Rabin  to 
guarantee  that  all  members  of  the  Pales¬ 
tine  National  Council  (PNC)  living  abroad 
will  be  allowed  to  enter  Gaza  after  foe 
Palestinian  elections,  to  attend  a  session 
that  will  amend  foe  1964  PLO  Charter  that 
calls  for  Israel's  destruction. 

Arafat  revealed  this  in  a  meeting  with  a 
group  of  American  Jews  in  New  York  last

At  foe  lime  of  foe  signing  of  foe  Oslo  2 
agreement,  Arafat  committed  himself  to 
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having  the  PNC  amend  its  charter  within 
two  months  of  a  new  Palestinian  Council 
being  inaugurated  after  elections  in  the 
territories.  It  is  believed  that  balloting  wS 1 
take  place  on  January  20. 

According  to  the  source,  Arafat  told 
former  chairmen  of  the  Conference  of 
Presidents  of  Major  American  Jewish  Or¬ 
ganizations  that  Rabin  had  not  yet  replied 
to  his  request.  Aides  to  Rabin  said  yester¬ 
day  that  be  has  not  yet  decided  if  he  will

Housing  Ministry  spokeswom¬ 
an  Ofra  Pruess  said  that  she  does 
not  know  anything  about  foe  situ¬ 
ation  in  Ma'aleb  Hever.  but  that 
squatting  in  settlements  is  not  a 
Housing  Ministry  concern,  but 
rather  that  of  the  police. 

Pruess  said  she  had  no  infor¬ 
mation  about  reports  of  wide¬ 
spread  squatting  in  Housing  Min¬ 
istry'  property  in  the  settlements. 

Boaz  Goidenberg.  foe  spokes¬ 
man  for  foe  Samaria  and  Judea 
Police  District,  said  that  although 


foe  phenomenon  exists,  foe  po¬ 
lice  only  act  against  squatters  if 
they  receive  a  complaint.  Most 
complaints,  he  said,  come  from 
security  guards  located  at  the 
site.  He  said  tbe  police  deal  with 
“a  number  of  suifo  cases”  each 
month. 

Though  foe  Housing  Ministry 
officially  denies  having  informa¬ 
tion  on  the  matter,  a  Housing 
Ministry  document  obtained  by 
Peace  Now  over  the  summer 
shows  there  have  been  612  in¬ 
stances  of  people  squatting  in  foe 
empty  apartments.  This  figure  in¬ 
cludes  44  in  the  settlement  of 
'  Meitzad  in  Gush  Etzion,  31  in 
Avnei  Hefetz,  34  to  Barkan,  31  in 
Yakir,  38  in  Alei  2abav,  and  83 
in  Eli  -  all  in  Samaria. 

This  does  not  include  dozens  of 
people  who  squatted  in  flats  in 
Ariel,  and  to  whom  the  govern¬ 
ment,  after  holding  negotiations 
with  Mayor  Ron  Nahman  over 
the  summer,  agreed  to  sell  foe 
homes.

VACCINATING  25,000  elderly  people  against  in¬ 
fluenza  is  highly  cost  effective,  according  to  a  new 
US  study.  It  can  reduce  hospitalization  resulting 
from  flu  and  pneumonia,  by  nearly  half,  cut  hospital¬ 
ization  due  to  cardiac  insufficiency  by  37  percent,

The  discussion  focused  on  the 
problem  of  incest,  and  represen¬ 
tatives  of  the  Central  Organiza¬ 
tion  for  Victims  of  Sexual  Crimes 
came  armed  with  figures  showing 
that  93  percent  of  incest  victims 
are  female;  94%  of  those  seeking 
help  after  an  incestual  attack  are 
under  1$  85%  of  them  under  16; 
and  57%  of  them  under  12. 

The  vast  majority  of  the  girls 
sought  help  because  of  attack:  or 
rape,  not  fondling  or  indecency. 
Some  50%  of  the  victims  wait  at 


j  least  five  years,  before  seeking 
help.  Women’s  groups  note  this  is 
because  of  their  youth  and  be¬ 
cause  the  attacker  usually  lives  in 
the  same  household  and  can 
threaten  the  victim. 

Only  10.7%  of  the  incest  vic¬ 
tims  who  sought  help  from  wom¬ 
en's  groups  filed  a  police  com¬ 
plaint,  but  many  more  would  be 
willing  and  able  to  file  a  com¬ 
plaint  if  not  prevented  by  die  cur¬ 
rent  statute  of  limitations. 

Committee  chairman  Dedi 
Zuckcr  (Meretz)  raised  a  number 
of  questions,  but  supported  the 
bill,  as  did  representatives  of  the 
police  and  Justice  Ministry.  But 
Zucker  said  the  decision  to 
change  the  statute  of  limitations 
is  too  significant  to  be  taken  light¬ 
ly.  He  also  sought  protection  for 
suspects  and  raised  the  question 
of  what  would  be  accepted  as 
evidence.

Police  also  believe  that  money 
for  Haberfeid’s  campaign  was 
taken  from  Mercaz  Hapoel’s  ad¬ 
vertising  budget  and  fraudulently 
listed  as  advertising  expenses. 

Oberkovitz  was  also  ques¬ 
tioned  about  an 'insurance  tender 
won  by  Avner  Kopel,  of  the  Or 
insurance  company. 

Avimor  has  been  questioned  in 
the  past,  and  sources  said  that  a 
confrontation  between  the  two 
was  staged.

Rabin  warns  of 
drop  in  foreign  aid

PRIME  Minister  Yitzhak  Rabin 
wanted  yesterday  that  changes  in 
the  US  budget  and  cutbacks  in 
the  Jewish  Agency  could  cause 
problems  for  the  local  economy 
in  the  future. 

“We  could  be  in  for  unpleasant 
surprises.  I  have  to  say  we  have  a 
problem  and  we  have  to  see  how 
to  cope  with  h,”  he  told  the  La¬ 
bor  faction  at  its  budget  meeting. 

According  to  Rabin,  the  Jew¬ 
ish  Agency  is  cutting  back  $60 
million.  He  also  noted  the  lack  of 
a  US  budget  for  October  has 
meant  Israel  has  yet  to  receive 
$13.  billion  in  civilian  aid.  while 


$1.8b.  in  defense  aid  is  being  held 
in  a  bank. 

The  Republicans  are  going  “all 
out”  with  their  plans  for  budget 
cuts,  Rabin  said.  He  predicted 
this  wifi  have  a  negative  effect  on 
financial  aid,  with  US  citizens 
growing  increasingly  unwilling  to 
subsidize  foreign  defease  and 
welfare  programs. 

He  said  it  would  probably  also 
afreet  Jewish  fund-raising  groups 
in  the  US.

Police  do  not  check  thor¬ 
oughly  to  see  if  a  suspect  is  want¬ 
ed  by  another  unit  in  a  different 
pan  of  the  country,  the  report 
said.  According  to  regulations, 
an  officer  is  supposed  to  sign  ar¬ 
rest  forms,  but  25%  of  the  forms 
in  the  sample  were  signed  by  po¬ 
licemen. 

Bail  forms  were  found  Jacking 
in  necessary  details,  such  as 
names  and  addresses  of  guaran¬ 
tors  and  investigation  file  num¬ 
bers.  In  some  cases,  officers  set 
illegal  conditions  for  suspects  re¬ 
leased  on  bail,  such  as  forbidding 
them  to  leave  their  homes. 

Police  officers  releasing  sus¬ 
pects  after  questioning  often 
foiled  to  record  the  lime  of  re¬ 
lease,  making  it  impossible  to  de¬ 
termine  if  the  suspect  was  de¬ 
tained  for  a  “reasonable  period 
of  time.”  In  15%  of  the  sample,  it 
was  not  noted  if  a  suspect  was 
merely  questioned  and  released, 
or  was  arrested. 

The  Public  Complaints  Divi¬ 
sion  recorded  2,427  complaints 
this  year,  Sl%  of  which  had  been 
dealt  with.  Of  these,  32%  were

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UN  failed  dismally 
at  Srebrenica -

,THE  HAGUE  (Reuter)  -  The 
alleged  slaughter  of  Moslems  by 
Bosnian  Serbs  at  Srebrenica  in 
July  marked  a  dismal  failure  for 
the  United  Nations,  the  Nether¬ 
lands  said  yesterday. 

But  Dutch  UN  peacekeepers 
were  powerless  to  prevent  the 
Serbs  seizing  the  “safe  area”  and 
should  not  be  blamed  for  the  sub¬ 
sequent  carnage.  Defense  Minis¬ 
ter  Joris  Voorhoeve  said. 

Media  reports  have  suggested 
thousands  of  men  were  killed 
though  the  exact  oumber  has  not 
been  established. 

“The  number  of  men  killed 
cannot  yet  be  established,  but 
may  be  several  thousand,”  Voor- 
hoeve  told  a  news  conference  on 
the  role  of  the  Dutch  peacekeep¬ 
ers  during  the  fall  of  Srebrenica. 

“The  fall  of  Srebrenica  was 
caused  by  Bosnian  Serb  aggres¬ 
sion,”  be  said.  “I  refuse  to  appor¬ 
tion  blame  to  any  particular  per¬ 
son  or  institution,  except  the 
Bosnian  Serbs." 

Voorhoeve  said  the  Serb  offen¬ 
sive  had  been  an  “appalling  trag¬ 
edy".  Serious  war  dimes  were 
committed  by  the  Serbs,  mostly 
beyond  the  view  of  the  Dutch. 

“There  is  strong  evidence  to 
suggest  mass  execution  and  the 
existence  of  mass  graves  outside 
the  enclave,”  he  added. 

Some  40,000  Moslems  bad  been 
packed  into  the  UN  protected  en¬ 
clave  in  eastern  Bosnia  which  was 
guarded  by  some  350  lightly- 
armed  Dutch  peacekeepers. 

Voorhoeve  said  most  of  the 
killings  took  place  among  the 
10,000  to  15,000  Moslem  men 
who  fled  for  Bosnian  government 
territory  on  the  eve  of  the  Serb 
offensive  on  July  11. 

He  said  the  Dutch  battalion, 
armed  only  with  machine  guns 
and  a  few  armored  vehicles,  was 
powerless  against  the  estimated 
1,000  Bosnian  Serbs  equipped 
with  heavy  guns  and  tanks. 


“Had  attempts  been  made  to 
repel  the  Bosnian  Serbs  by  force, 
this  would  have  resulted...in  a 
bloodbath  among  the  tens  of 
thousands  of  refugees  and  among 
the  Dutch  blue  helmets.” 

Voorhoeve  said  repeated  re¬ 
quests  to  UN  commanders  for  air 
strikes  were  turned  down  until  it 
was  too  late. 

The  air  strikes  then  had  to  be 
abandoned  quickly  when  the  Serbs 
threatened  to  kill  55  Dutch  peace¬ 
keepers  they  had  taken  hostage. 

In  Zagreb,  Croatia's  ruling  par¬ 
ty  looked  poised  yesterday  to  win 
elections  that  could  influence  cru¬ 
cial  talks  this  week  in  the  United 
States  intended  to  hammer  out  an 
overall  peace  settlement. 

The  vote  for  the  lower  house  of 
parliament  was  seen  as  a  referen¬ 
dum  on  Croatian  President 
Franjo  Tudjman's  strong  nation¬ 
alist  line,  highlighted  by  bis 
avowed  determination  to  regain 
the  Eastern  Slavonia  region  from 
rebel  Serbs. 

The  return  of  Eastern  Slavonia 
is  one  of  the  two  main  problems 
to  be  tackled  at  the  peace  talks 
opening  tomorrow  in  an  air  base 
near  Dayton.  Ohio,  the  other  be¬ 
ing  a  package  to  end  3  V*  years  of 
war  in  Bosnia. 

Tudjman's  HDZ,  buoyed  by 
nationalist  euphoria  after  mili¬ 
tary  victories  over  rebel  Serbs, 
had  44.2  percent  of  the  vote  - 
well  ahead  of  the  combined  op¬ 
position  -  with  two-thirds  of  poll¬ 
ing  stations  accounted  for. 

Tudjman  has  pledged  to  recap¬ 
ture  Eastern  Slavonia  by  force,  as 
he  did  two  other  Serb-held  regions 
this  year,  if  there  is  no  agreement 
at  the  talks  involving  the  presi¬ 
dents  of  Serbia,  Bosnia  and  Cro¬ 
atia,  due  in  Dayton  today. 

All  three  sides  appear  to  have 
hardened  their  positions  in  the 
runup  to  the  talks,  but  European 
Union  negotiator  Carl  Bildt  said 
this  was  tactical  maneuvering. 


“It’s  what  you  would  expect 
before  parties  go  into  a  negotia¬ 
tion  that  they  themselves  ought 
to  see  as  probably  the  final  one,” 
he  said. 

Mediators  had  hoped  that  Cro¬ 
atia  and  its  rebel  Serbs  would 
reach  agreement  before  the 
peace  talks  opened,  but  both 
sides  raised  last-minute  objec¬ 
tions  to  an  international  plan  call¬ 
ing  for  the  return  of  Eastern  Sla¬ 
vonia  after  a  transition  period. 

Diplomats  said  the  Serbs  ac¬ 
cepted  reintegration  but  wanted 
a  three-year  transition.  Zagreb 
demands  one  year. 

Tudjman,  a  former  communist 
general,  called  the  elections  nine 
months  early  to  capitalize  on  his 
status  as  a  national  hero  after  he 
masterminded  two  blitzkrieg  of¬ 
fensives  against  Serbs  that  reuni¬ 
fied  most  of  the  country. 

His  HDZ  party ,  which  bad  78 
seats  in  the  outgoing  138-seat  as¬ 
sembly.  steered  Croatia  to  inde¬ 
pendence  in  1991  but  had  lost 
popularity  because  of  its  spotty 
economic  record. 

“As  far  as  we  could  judge,  the 
1995  elections  in  Croatia  followed 
democratic  rules  and,  with  some 
reservations,  the  voting  can  be 
considered  to  have  been  free  and 
fair.”  Lord  Finsberg,  who  headed 
a  delegation  of  observers  from  the 
Council  of  Europe,  said  yesterday. 

Fawning  coverage  of  the 
HDZ’s  campaign  by  state  media 
and  the  speed  with  which  the 
election  was  scheduled  were  both 
matters  of  concern,  Finsberg 
said. 

Observers  were  also  worried 
about  the  government's  move  to 
let  365,000  expatriate  Croats  vote 
in  the  election,  some  300,000  of 
them  in  neighboring  Bosnia. 

The  new  assembly  will  have 
127  seats  after  a  cut  in  those  re¬ 
served  for  minority  Serbs  follow¬ 
ing  the  exodus  of  200,000  Serbs 
as  the  Croatian  army  moved  in.

Baku  mourns  subway  disaster  victims 


BAKU  (AP)  -  Mullahs  blessed  the  dead  and 
funeral  music  played  on  radios  in  Azerbai¬ 
jan's  capital  yesterday  as  residents  mourned 
the  victims  of  a  weekend  subway  fire  that 
killed  some  300  people. 

Survivors  of  the  deadly  fire  said  yesterday 
no  firemen  or  medical  teams  came  for  over 
two  hours  after  the  accident. 

“There  were  screams  and  everyone  was 
trying- to  jump  out  of  the  train,’’  said  Kinrami 
Khankishiyeva,  a  33-year-old  English  teacher 
whose  legs  were  lacerated  after  stumbling 
nearly  two  km  to  the  next  subway  station. 

Oban  Gamidov,  26,  said  people  massed  at 
the  windows  trying  to  escape.  He  said  he 
helped  a  mother  ami  one  of  her  two  children 
out  of  the  subway  car.  The  woman’s  legs  were 
badly  burned  after  her  stockings  caught  fire. 


and  she  was  forced  to  leave  one  of  her  chil¬ 
dren  behind,  Gamidov  said. 

At  least  200  other  passengers  were  injured 
in  the  world’s  worst-ever  subway  disaster. 

Rescue  workers  recovered  about  300  bod¬ 
ies  from  the  wreckage  of  a  subway  train  that 
caught  fire  in  a  tunnel,  trappmg  hundreds  of 
terrified  passengers  in  flames  and  noxious 


Yesterday,  the  subway  was  filled  with  com¬ 
muters,  although  policemen  patrolled  the  sta¬ 
tions  and  guarded  the  main  Teze  Pir  mosque 
in  central  Baku. 

Train  drivers  flashed  their  lights  between 
the  stations  where  the  accident  took  place  in 
memory  of  the  victims,  the  independent 
Turan  news  agency  reported.  Red  carnations 
tied  by  black  ribbons  were  placed  at  foe  en¬ 


trance  of  subway  staions. 

Chanting  midday  prayers,  mullahs  blessed 
foe  bodies  of  foe  dead  who  were  being 
brought  wrapped  in  clothing  and  blankets  for 
ritual  cleansing  to  the  mosque  before  being 
buried.  Some  of  foe  bodies  had  not  yet  been 
identified. 

Radio  stations  were  playing  classical  and 
funeral  music  over  and  over  agaih. 

Unable  to  escape  from  foe  packed  train, 
most  of  the  dead  were  killed  by  carbon  mon¬ 
oxide  poisoning  from  burning  toxic  materials 
in  the  carriages. 

The  former  Soviet  republic  declared  two 
days,  of  mourning  for  the  dead.  Officials 
Uamed  foe  tragedy  on  the  metro's  “out¬ 
dated  Soviet”  equipment,  which  needed 
repair.

After  3  days  in  limelight,  ‘talk  shop’  gets  back  to  work 


OUTSIDE  the  UN  back  door,  a 
“protest  paddlewheeler"  bobbed 
in  the  river.  Out  front,  six  Tibet¬ 
ans  weakened  hour  by  hour  in  a 
sidewalk  hunger  strike.  Inside, 
diplomats  debated  yet  another 
international  crisis,  before  break-  - 
mg  for  lunch. 

The  UN’s  7-hectare  world  was 
returning  to  “normal"  after  three 
heady  days  last  week  as  the  meet¬ 
ing  ground  of  global  leaders. 

That  special  session,  marking 
the  UN  50th  anniversary,  pro¬ 
duced  a  string  of  stirring,  if  brief, 
speeches  from  presidents  and 
other  leaders  of  more  than  180 
nations.  It  also  produced  a  decla¬ 
ration  promising  a  UN  that  “will 
work  with  renewed  vigor.” 

But  a  look  at  a  routine  UN  day 
after  the  heads-of-state  meeting 


showed  how  its  vigor  is  being 
sapped  by  financial  problems,  and 
its  renewal  could  bog  down  in  de¬ 
bate  and  documents.  It  showed, 
too,  how  the  UN  system  still  can 
get  things  done  to  help  people: 

•  By  10  a.m.,  youth  delegates 
from  a  dozen  nations  were  con¬ 
verging  on  the  General  Assembly 
hall,  as  two  days  of  discussions 
opened  on  a  “program  of  action 
for  youth." 

In  a  basement  conference 
room.  Kofi  Annan,  undersecre¬ 
tary-general  for  peacekeeping, 
had  gathered  120  of  his  officers 
for  a  weekly  closed-door  session 
reviewing  UN  peace  operations. 

Back  upstairs,  diplomats  from 
the  15  Security  Council  nations  as¬ 
sembled  for  private  talks  about  an¬ 
other  African  crisis,  in  Liberia,

where  peace  finally  may  be  taking 
hold  after  six  years  of  civil  war. 

“Acute  financial  ends''  touch¬ 
es  everything  at  the  United  Na¬ 
tions  these  days,  including  pros¬ 
pects  for  expanded  peacekeeping 
missions.  Governments  are  S3 
billion  in  arrears  on  their  UN  as¬ 
sessments,  led  by  Washington, 
which  owes  SI. 3b. 

Boutros  Boutros-Ghali,  the 
money  crisis  in  mind,  traveled  to 
Washington  to  meet  members  of 
the  House  International  Rela¬ 
tions  Committee,  key  players  in 
US-UN  affaire. 

But  at  other  meetings  at  head¬ 
quarters,  the  debates  illustrated 


why  the  world  body  has  an  undy¬ 
ing  reputation  as  a  “talk  shop” 
and  swollen  bureaucracy. 

In  Conference  Room  4,  the 
Latvian  delegate  seized  on  an 
arms  control  discussion  to  criti¬ 
cize  Russian  military  policies. 

In  Room  2,  a  Chinese  diplomat 
reprised  a  ritual  complaint  -  that 
foe  Western  powers  are  keeping 
foe  UN  Economic  and  Social 
Council  powerless. 

But,  somewhere  in  between, 
delegates  heard  something  posi¬ 
tive:  a  report  from  a  World 
Health  Organization  representa¬ 
tive  on  progress  the  UN  health 
arm  is  making  against  malaria. 

A  tide  of  fresh  white  docu¬ 
ments  swept  over  each  room  - 
resolutions,  reports,  agendas, 
more  than  2  million  document 


pages  per  day  produced  in  foe 
vast  underground  printing  plant. 

While  China  complained  inside 
about  UN  organization,  protest¬ 
ers  outside  complained  about 
China.  -  ”  ■:  'nr-" 

On.  a  First  Avehufe^sidewalk, 
six  Tibetans  wer&bn  Changer 
strike,  seeking  UN  help  in  gain¬ 
ing  independence  from  China. 

On  foe  East  River,  meanwhile, 
an  excursion  “paddlewheeler” 
had  been  converted  into  a  float¬ 
ing  protest.  A  broad  sign  on  its 
port  side  demanded  that  Taiwan, 
expelled  in  favor  of  China  24 
years  ago,  be  readmitted  to  the 
United  Nations. 

Protests,  blizzards  of  paper,  lit¬ 
tle-noted  debates  -  a  typical  UN 
day  after  three  days  in  the  lime¬ 
light.

Foils  :  Quebec  vote  too  close  to  call 


MONTREAL  (AP)  -  Canada’s 
destiny  was  At  stake  yesterday  as 
5  mflSori  Quebec  voters  decided 
whether,  .their'  province  —  with 
one-fbnith.of  the  country's  peo¬ 
ple,  and  one-sixth  of  its  land  - 
should  break  away  to 
independence. 

Final  ;polIs  indicated  the  out¬ 
come  was  too  close  to  call. -A 
separatist  victory  would  thrust 
Canada  into  the  greatest  crisis  of 
its  history,  whHe  a'narrow  feder¬ 
alist  victory  would  leave  the 
French-speaking  province  bitter¬ 
ly  divided. 

Poking  stations  opened  at  10 
a.m.  with  crisp,  clear  weather 
prevailing'  across  most  of  prov¬ 
ince.  Vetting  ended  at  8  p.m.  and 
the  outcome  was  likely  to  be 
known  within  an  hour  or  two  un¬ 
less  there  was  a  virtual  tie.  Exit 
polls  are  not  allowed  in  Canada. 

Long  lines  formed  at  many 
polling  stations  before  they 
opened:.  Widespread  predictions 
said  the  .tnxnont  could  exceed  9Q 
percent!,  ‘ 

Jacques  Parizfcau,  premier'  of 
the  separatist  Quebec  govern¬ 
ment,  was  the  first  campaign 
leader  to  Vote. 

“Quebec  wifi  win,”  be  said  at 
the  polling  station  in  the  posh 
Montreal  neighborhood  of 
OutrenibnL 

Earlier  in  the  campaign,  the 
debate  focused  largely  on  wheth¬ 
er  Quebec  would  suffer  economic 
calamity  if  it  separated.'

But  pollsters  considered 
toe  race  a  dead  heat  because 
most  of  the  10  percent  undecided 
were  expected  to  back  the 
federalists. 

Chretien  and  his  allies  sounded 
more  confident  than  they  had  in 
recent  days,  apparently  con¬ 


vinced  that  a  wave  of  unity  rallies 
nationwide  had  convinced  waver¬ 
ing  Quebecers  their  compatriots 
cared  about  them. 

Still,  police  mobilized  as  a  pre¬ 
cautionary  measure,  particularly 
in  bilingual  Montreal  and  in  Hull. 

About  82  percent  of  Quebecers 
are  French-speaking,  and  a  major¬ 
ity  were  likely  to  support  indepen¬ 
dence,  according  to  polls. 


Accused  serial  killer  West  speaks  of  murdered  daughters 


WINCHESTER  (Reuter)  -  Al¬ 
leged  serial  kSler  Rosemary  West 
shook  with  sobs  yesterday  as  she 
spoke  of  the- daughter  and  step¬ 
daughter  rile  is  accused  of  killing. 

The  British  housewife,  giving 
evidence  for  the  first  time,  told  a 
packed  court  she  had  been  raped 
twice  by  strangers  before  falling 
under  toe  spell  at  the  age  of  15  of 
husband  Fred,  found  hanged  in 
his  celt  in  January  as  he  awaited 
trial  on- serial  murder  charges. 

Rosemary  West,  charged  with 
murdering  JO- young  .women  .and 
girts  including  daughter  Heather 
and  step-daughter  Charmaine, 


entered .  the  witness  box  at 
toe  start  of  toe  case  in  her 
defense. 

When  she  met  Fred,  West  said 
she  had  been  more  interested  in 
his  motherless  daughters  Char- 
maine  and  Anna-Marie  who  lived 
with  Mm  in  a  caravan  than  in  toe 
forceful  builder  himself. 

T  wanted  to  look  after  them, 
to  protect  them  as  much  as  I 
could.  I  loved  them,”  said  West 
hesitantly  in  a  West  Country 
accent  .  : 

-Hie  couple  have  been  accused 
of  a  campaign  of  sexual  abuse 
and  violence,  leading  to  murder. 


against  young  women  and  girls  in 
a  16-year  period  to  1987. 

Charm  aine’s  remains  were  dug

Rosemary,  who  said  she  had 
her  first  sexual  experience  at  14, 
met  Fred  when  he  was  27.

She -had-  fallen  .in  love,  with 
Fred,  she  said,  because  she  “was

“Because  I  was  so  young  I  fell 
for  his  lies,  although  I  didn’t  real¬ 
ize  they  were  lies  at  the  time.  He 
promised  to  love  me  rad  care  for 
me  and  I  fell  for  it/’  West  said. 

At  17,  Rosemary  West  was  car¬ 
ing  for  three  young  children  while 
Fred  West  was  in  prison  for  theft 
Charmaine  was  a  difficult 
child,  who  disobeyed  her  and  re¬ 
fused  to  eat  said  West,  dissolving 


into  sobs  and  stammering  that 
she  had  loved  her  step-daughters. 

Fred  West  faced  the  same  10 
murder  charges  as  Rosemary 
West  as  well  as  charges  of  killing 
his  first  wife  Lena  and  a  nanny. 

West  also  talked  of  her  eldest 
daughter  Heather,  who  disap¬ 
peared  at  the  age  of  16  and  whose 
remains  were  unearthed  at 
West’s  former  home  at  25,  Crom¬ 
well  Street,  Gloucester. 


JOHANNESBURG  (Reuter)  - 
South  Africa's  last  white  rulers 
said  yesterday  that  former  gener¬ 
als  accused  of  the  murders  of  13 
blacks  should  be  given  temporary 
exemption  from  prosecution  like 
many  ministers  in  the  present 
government. 

The  National  Party  of  South  Af¬ 
rican  Deputy  President  F.W.  de 
Klerk  said  toe  generals  played  a 
crucial  role  in  toe  peaceful  transi¬ 
tion  to  black  majority  rule.  They 
were  entitled  to  the  same  exemp¬ 
tion  under  the  constitution  as  ev¬ 
eryone  else. 

“Many  African  National  Con¬ 
gress  (ANC)  cabinet  ministers 
would  not  have  been  ministers  had 
they  not  received  temporary  in¬ 
demnity...  They  were  among  77 
leading  ANC  figures  who  received 
temporary  indemnity  for  similar 
acts,”  National  Party  justice 
spokesman  Dame  Schutte  said. 

White  conservatives  earlier  ac¬ 
cused  President  Nelson  Mande¬ 
la's  ANC-led  government  of  a 
witchhunt  in  the  planned  arrests 
of  a  former  defense  minister  and 
10  senior  officers  over  hit-squad 
killings  in  1987. 

“This  could  lead  to  a  national 
crisis,  we  are  worried  at  the  tim¬ 
ing.  We  befieve  there  is  a  political 
motive  behind  the  action,”  said 
Flip  Buys,  chief  secretary  of  the 
rightist  Freedom  Front. 

Safety  and  Security  Minister 
Sydney  Mufamadi  said  former  de¬ 
fense  minister  General  Magnus 
Malan  and  10  senior  officers  would 
be  arrested  when  they  appear  at 
Durban  court  on  Thursday. 

Those  named  included  former 
defense  force  chief  General  Jan- 
nie  Geldenhuys,  former  army 
chief  Kat  Liebenberg,  and  for¬ 
mer  military  intelligence  director 
Tienie  Groenewald. 

Mufamadi  said  they  would  be 
charged  with  the  killings  of  13 
blacks  in  toe  Zulu  heartland  of 
KwaZulu-Natal. 


He  said  their  indictments  also 
related  to  their  alleged  roles  in 
establishing  a  paramilitary  force 
for  the  Zulu-based  Inkatha  Free¬ 
dom  Party- allegedly  responsible 
for  the  massacre. 

Malan  was  defense  minister 
from  1980  until  demoted  in  1991 
to  the  water  rad  forestry  portfo¬ 
lio  after  anti-apartheid  groups 
demanded  his  resignation  over 
his  hawkish  stance  in  rivaling  with 
black  township  unrest. 

Inkatha  leader  Mangosutbu 
Butoelezi,  Home  Affairs  Minis¬ 
ter  in  Mandela’s  unity  govern¬ 
ment,  said  yesterday  the  arrests 
would  affect  reconciliation  and 
appeared  to  politically  contrived. 

“I  don't  think  one  needs  the 
wisdom  of  toe  world  to  see  that  it 
is  a  politically-contrived  thing.  It 
was  done  deliberately  in  view  of 
the  local  government  elections  on 
Wednesday.”  Buthelezi  said,  re¬ 
ferring  to  the  November  1  local 
government  elections. 

Asked  about  views  that  the  ar¬ 
rests  were  ordered  to  show  that 
senior  military  officers  were  not 
above  the  law,  Butoelezi.  ap¬ 
pearing  at  a  small  pre-election 
rally  in  Johannesburg,  said: 

“What  about  cabinet  ministers 
in  President  Mandela’s  cabin  et- 
...who  are  alleged  to  have  killed 
people,  some  of  them  buried... in 
shallow  graves  all  over  Africa?” 

Malan  told  Johannesburg’s  Cit¬ 
izen  newspaper  in  an  interview 
published  yesterday  that  the  ac¬ 
tion  against  him  and  the  Other 
officers  demonstrated  a  “political 
motive  and  expediency”. 

“South  Africans  will  have  to 
judge  now  to  what  extent  this 
action  will  turn  out  to  be  a  blow 
to  national  reconciliation/'  Ma¬ 
lan  said. 

De  Klerk,  South  Africa’s  last 
white  leader  who  handed  power 
to  Mandela  after  elections  last 
year,  said  he  was  shocked  by  the 
impending  arrests.

Echoing  remarks  by  Naina  Yelt¬ 
sin,  who  said  her  husband  was  cm 
the  mend.  Prime  Minister  Viktor 
Chernomyrdin  sought  to  end  con¬ 
cern  prompted  by  a  lack  of  firm 
evidence  of  the  64-year-oW  presi¬ 
dent’s  condition  since  be  entered 
the  hospital  on  Thursday. 

"The  president’s  health  is  bet¬ 
ter  than  it  was  at  the  start,  but  for 
now  doctors  are  recommending 
that  he  should  not  meet  visitors,” 
Chernomyrdin  said. 

“The  president  is  deciding  all 
die  most  important  questions  in 
the  life  of  the  country  ,”  he  said  in 
comments  on  television  news. 

Naina  Yeltsin,  one  of  the  few 
people  allowed  to  visit  toe  presi¬ 
dent,  said  little  to  reporters  as  toe 

visited  a  new  shop  in  the  GUM 
department  store  on  Red  Square. 
But  asked  how  her  husband  was,

World  Court  sits  on 
legality  of  nukes 


THE  HAGUE  (AP)  -  Already 
angry  over  French  nuclear  test¬ 
ing,  Australia  yesterday  kicked 
off  a  high-profile  World  Court 
attempt  to  show  toe  world  that 
nuclear  weapons  are  illegal. 

Although  the  case  at  the  UN 
court  is  unlikely  to  change  any 
country’s  nuclear  weapons  poli¬ 
cies,  anti-nuclear  nations  hope  to 
use  its  podium  to  make  the 
world’s  most  powerful  nations 
look  like  atomic  outlaws. 

Only  three  days  after  France’s 
third  underground  test  in  the 
South  Pacific,  Australia  sent  its 
foreign  minister,  Gareth  Evans, 
to  warn  that  “nuclear  weapons 
threaten  the  whole  of 
civilization.” 

But  Australia  also  warned  that 
a  court  opinion  saying  nuclear 
weapons  are  legal  could  hurt  the 
cause  of  disarmament. 

At  issue  is  whether  the  nuclear 
powers  violate  the  very  laws  they 
pioneered  to  protect  civilization 
and  humanity.  Tlie  Geneva  and 
Hague  conventions  governing  the 
conduct  of  war  state  that  when  a 
weapon  is  not  specifically  forbid¬ 
den,  “the  dictates  of  public  con¬ 
science”  apply. 

France  began  detonating  a  se¬ 
ries  of  nuclear  tests  in  the  south 
Pacific  last  month. 

The  Geneva-based  World 
Health  Organization  and  toe  UN 
General  Assembly  have  request¬ 


ed  hearings  to  determine  whether 
the  use  of  nuclear  weapons  or 
even  toe  threat  of  using  them  as  a 
deterrence  in  war  violate  any  in¬ 
ternational  law. 

Up  to  25  states  will  address  toe 
court.  Foot  of  the  five  self-de- 
dared  nuclear  powers  -  France, 
Britain,  the  United  States  and 
Russia  -  are  expected  to  argue 
that  nuclear  weapons  are  not  un¬ 
lawful.  The  fifth,  China,  did  not 
submit  any  argument  for  the 
hearings,  expected  to  last  13 
days. 

Evans  argued  before  the  14- 
judge  court  that  repeated  UN 
resolutions  condemmng  the  use 
of  nuclear  weapons  have  estab¬ 
lished  their  illegality. 

The  Australian  foreign  minis¬ 
ter  said  that  while  nuclear  weap¬ 
ons  may  not  have  been  illegal  in 
previous  decades,  a  fundamental 
change  in  world  opinion  since  the 
end  of  the  Cold  War  has  out¬ 
lawed  them  as  instruments  of 
war. 

And  he  attacked  toe  concept  of 
nuclear  deterrence. 

The  extension  of  the.  Nuclear 
Non-Proliferation  Treaty  in  May 
restricts  nuclear  weaponry  to  the 
five  self-declared  nuclear  powers, 
but  others,  including  Israel,  India, 
and  Pakistan,  are  believed  to  have 
nuclear  weapons  or  technology.

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The  Jerusalem  battle  (cont.) 


THE  Congressional  resolution  to  move  the 
American  Embassy  to  Jerusalem  by  May 
1999,  which  will  automatically  become 
law  within  30  days,  has  caused  an  avalanche  of 
anti-American  statements  in  the  Arab  world. 
But,  contrary  to  expectations,  it  has  done  noth¬ 
ing  to  derail  the  peace  process. 

In  concrete  terms  nothing  has  happened. 
Yasser  Arafat’s  call  for  an  Arab  summit  meet¬ 
ing  has  been  ignored  -  Secretary-General  of  the 
Arab  League  Esmat  Abdel  Maguid  has  said 
such  a  meeting  is  unlikely  now.  And  the  Arab 
Committee  on  Jerusalem,  headed  by  King  Has- 
san  of  Morocco,  has  also  turned  down  Arafat’s 
request  to  convene. 

Nor  has  Arafat  himself  taken  any  steps  to 
protest  the  move.  He  seems  to  have  limited  his 
response  to  quoting  President  Bill  Clinton's 
assurances  that  the  White  House  will  use  its 
right  to  postpone  the  move  when  the  time 
comes.  (What  Clinton  failed  to  specify  is  what 
would  happen  if  Robert  Dole,  the  bill’s  sponsor, 
becomes  president  next  year.) 

The  American  decision  has  demonstrated 
that  fears  of  fierce  Arab  reaction  against  the 
peace  process  as  a  result  of  the  Jerusalem  reso¬ 
lution  -  fears  tirelessly  spread  by  the  State 
Department  and  the  Europeans  and  abetted  by 
the  Israeli  government  -  are  groundless.  They 
are  a  reflection  of  an  attitude,  prevalent  since 
the  establishment  of  Israel,  which  perceives 
Arab  willingness  to  negotiate  with  Israel  as  a 
favor  and  a  concession. 

The  Arabs  are  at  least  as  interested  in  an 
Israeli  withdrawal  from  the  territories  as  the 
government  is  eager  to  attain  a  signed  accord. 
They  will  do  nothing  to  upset  this  withdrawal.  If 
anything,  the  Congress  has  shown  that  treating 
Israel  as  a  normal  nation  whose  capital  is  recog¬ 
nized  by  the  world's  superpower  can  only  has¬ 
ten  the  acceptance  of  Israel's  reality  and  ad¬ 
vance  the  cause  of  peace.  (This  is  not  the  first 
time  that  .American  decisiveness  has  exposed 
European  “even-handedness”  for  the  impo¬ 
tence  and  hypocrisy  it  represents.  American 
action  in  Bosnia  is  ’a  similar  example.) 


Not  that  the  Europeans  can  be  weaned  of 
their  addiction  to  self-serving  sanctimony.  They 
know  that  the  Oslo  agreement  specifically  re¬ 
stricts  the  Palestinian  Authority’s  governmental 
activities  to  Gaza  and  Jericho.  But  they  contin¬ 
ue,  in  demonstrative  defiance  of  Israeli  re¬ 
quests,  to  treat  Orient  House  as  the  Palestinian 
foreign  ministry. 

On  Friday,  a  delegation  of  EU  ministers.  led 
by  Spanish  Foreign  Minister  Javier  Solana  visit¬ 
ed  Orient  House  for  official  discussions  with 
Faisal  Husseini,  the  PA’s  minister  for  Jerusalem 
affairs  and  unofficial  foreign  minister.  Their 
intention  was  obviously  to  reinforce  the  Pales-' 
tinian  claim  to  Jerusalem,  and  it  may  well  be 
that  such  European  visits,  coupled  with  Israel’s 
half-hearted,  mealy-mouthed  protests,  encour¬ 
age  the  PLO  to  believe  that  no  matter  what 
Congress  decides,  they  will  win  the  battle  for 
Jerusalem. 

Nor  is  Orient  House  the  only  governmental 
representation  of  the  PA  in  Jerusalem.  The 
Palestinians  have  obviously  realized  that  the 
more  PA  agencies  become  entrenched  in  Jeru¬ 
salem,  the  more  difficult  it  will  be  to  ignore 
Palestinian  claims  to  the  capital.  There  are  more 
than  30  offices  and  agencies  of  the  PA  in  the 
city.  And  on  Sunday,  Peace  Watch,  the  non¬ 
partisan  agency  that  monitors  compliance  with 
the  Oslo  agreements,  revealed  that  the  Palestin¬ 
ian  Water  Authority  is  also  operating  in  Jerusa¬ 
lem  in  violation  of  the  accords.  That  the  agency 
is  funded  by  the  United  Nations  Development 
Program  makes  the  violation  particularly 
outrageous. 

The  High  Court  of  Justice  has  been  asked  by 
the  B’tzedek  organization  to  demand  that  the 
government  explain  its  failure  to  close  the  PA’s 
offices  in  Jerusalem.  The  ruling  is  expected  “at 
a  later  date.”  and  the  court  may  conclude  that 
such  political  matters  are  not  within  its  purview. 
But  the  blunt  facts  have  been  made  clear  by 
Justice  Mishae!  Cheshin's  comment  after  read¬ 
ing  B'tzedek's  evidence:  “A  kind  of  Palestinian 
Authority  government  is  functioning  in  eastern 
Jerusalem,”  he  remarked. 


Killer  trucks  and  buses 


THE  statistics  point  to  an  anomalous  situa¬ 
tion:  Buses  and  trucks  are  responsible  for 
a  disproportionate  number  of  fatal  traffic 
accidents.  The  public  has  the  right  to  expect  the 
precise  opposite.  Drivers  of  such  vehicles  are 
specially  licensed,  and  they  can  be  more  easily 
inspected  and  monitored.  One  would  expect, 
too,  that  professional  drivers  would  be  more 
experienced  and  responsible  than  others. 

But,  as  former  MK.  Uriel  Lynn  pointed  out  in 
an  article  in  the  Hebrew  press  yesterday,  the 
two  horrific  recent  accidents,  whose  combined 
toll  was  18  fatalities,  involved  a  truck  and  a  bus. 
“They  are  a  direct  result  of  behavior  patients 
which  have  become  the  norm  among  truck 
drivers  and  bus  drivers,”  he  asserted. 

Neither  the  statistics  nor  the  general  impres¬ 
sion  of  mindlessness  some  drivers  of  heavy 
vehicles  make  on  the  road  should  reflect  on  the 
majority  of  such  drivers.  Most  3 re  responsible 
and  cautious.  But.  as  Dov  Levy  pointed  out  in 
an  Op-Ed  article  in  yesterday 's  Jerusalem  Post, 
the  phenomenon  is  too  widespread  to  be  de¬ 


scribed  as  the  transgressions  of  "a  few  bad 
apples.” 

Clearly,  driver  education  can  do  no  harm,  and 
a  public  relations  campaign  against  violations 
of  traffic  laws  and  rudimentary  road  etiquette 
can  be  useful.  So  can  infrastructure  improve¬ 
ments,  and  safety  measures  like  lighting,  divid¬ 
ers,  barriers  and  clear  warnings  of  hazards  on 
highways.  And,  undoubtedly,  laws  which  pro¬ 
hibit  pressuring  bus  drivers  to  meet  unreason¬ 
able  schedules  and  forcing  truck  drivers  to  work 
unconscionably  long  hours  will  also  help. 

But  the  main  culprit,  the  most  lethal  cause  of 
accidents,  is  speed.  A  drastic  reduction  of  fatali¬ 
ties  can  be  achieved  only  by  lowering  speed 
limits  and  enforcing  them.  Bui  traffic  police  are 
so  scarce  on  Israel's  roads  that  exceeding  the 
speed  limit  becomes  an  irresistible  lemptaiioD. 

Proper  enforcement  may  mean  unpopular 
government  expenditures  on  more  police.  But 
even  the  most  tight-fisted  legislator  must  realize 
that  the  toll  of  more  than  500  annual  deaths 
makes  such  spending  a  vital  and  urgent  need.

the  Jewish  Museum  can  regard  out¬ 
rageous  lies  about  Israel  as  a  legiti¬ 
mate  “different  point  of  view.” 

When  the  book  declares  that  Is¬ 
raeli  "practices  and  policies  resem¬ 
ble  those  found  in  Germany  in  the 
1930s.”  that  “transferring  die  locals

THE  first  law  of  peacekeep¬ 
ing  is  that  when  you  have 
real  peace,  you  don’t  need 
peacekeepers.  When  both  parties 
are  in  military  equilibrium  and 
have  no  intention  of  fighting  each 
other  -  Israel  and  Egypt,  for  exam¬ 
ple  -  peacekeepers  are  nice  to 
have  around,  but  they  are  meTe 
window  dressing. 

The  second  law  of  peacekeeping 
is  that  where  there  is  no  peace, 
sending  peacekeepers  is  a  disaster. 
When  the  parties  remained  unrec¬ 
onciled  -  as  in  Beirut  or  Somalia, 
for  example  -  peacekeepers  simply 
become  targets. 

The  third  law  of  peacekeeping  is 
that  Americans  make  the  best  tar¬ 
gets.  If  you  are  unhappy  with  the 
imposed  peace,  there  is  nothing 
like  blowing  up  240  Marines  or 
killing  IS  US  Army  Rangers  to 
make  your  point.  Killing  Ameri¬ 
cans  is  a  faster  way  to  victory  than 
killing  your  traditional  enemy. 
From  which  follows  one  of  the 
rare  absolutes  in  foreign  policy: 
Never  send  peacekeepers  -  cer¬ 
tainly  not  American  ones  -  to  po¬ 
lice  an  ongoing,  unsettled  war.  Yet 
President  Clinton  long  ago  corn- 
mined  the  US  to  sending  25,000 
peacekeeping  troops  to  police  a 
Bosnian  peace.  He  made  this  offer 
in  his  usual  foreign  policy  way: 
unreflectlve  offhandedness  in  the 
service  of  expediency. 

And  now,  as  a  Bosnian  agree¬ 
ment  of  sorts  approaches,  his  bluff 
is  about  to  be  called.  Must  the 
country  go  along  with  his  folly? 

If.  in  the  coming  peace  talks  at 
an  air  farce  base  in  Dayton,  Ohio, 
the  Serbs,  Croats  and  Bosnians 
can  be  brought  to  agree  to  a  real 
peace,  one  they  will  be  satisfied 
with  and  truly  respect,  that  would 
be  wonderful. 

Bui  why  would  we  need  Ameri¬ 
cans  to  police  such  a  peace?  Such  a 
peace  could  be  policed  by  Fijians 
or  Pakistanis,  by  Canadians  wear¬ 
ing  UN  blue  helmets  or  some  oth¬ 
er  multinational  attire.

And  then,  insanely,  the  US  has 
made  itself  party  to  the  conflict 
There  will  be  no  avoiding  it 
Whom  are  we  going  there  to 
fight?  Congress  asked  administra¬ 
tion  spokesman  at  recent  hearings. 
The  administration  answer:  just 
rogue  elements  of  the  different  mi¬ 
litias  who  might  violate  the  agree¬ 
ments  their  political  leaders 
signed.  But  if  any  of  the  three 
parties  sent  regular' troops  against 
the  Americans,  they  would  pre¬ 
sumably  just  give  up  and  get  out 
As  if  that  can  be  accomplished 
without  needless  casualties,  self- 
inflicted  humiliation,  and  grave 
tension  with  allies  who  might  be 
left  behind.  And  as  if  the  job  of 
housebreaking  overambitious 
“rogue”  militias  is' the  job  of  the 


US  army,  and  not  of  the  Balkan 
parties'  own  political  and  military 
leadership. 

What  kind  of  neutrality  -  indis¬ 
pensable  for  any  peacekeepers  -  is 
the  US  bringing  to  the  conflict?  Its 
sympathies  for  the  Bosnian  gov¬ 
ernment  side  are  pretty  obvious, 
particularly  to  the  Serbs,  who  have 
been  on  the  receiving  end  of 
NATO  air  strikes  and  US  Navy 
cruise  missiles.  Even  more  absurd¬ 
ly,  the  administration  intends  si¬ 
multaneously  to  “peacckcep”  and 
arm  and  train  the  Moslems. 

Let's  be  clear.  US  troops  will  be 
in  Bosnia  not  to  peacekeep,  bat  to 
protect  the  Bosnian  government 
ride.  Their  job  will  be  to  serve  as 
human  tripwires  for  the  Bosnians. 
If  Serbs  or  Croats  move  against  the 
Bosnians,  they  will  henceforth 
have  to  roll  over  the  bodies  of 
Americans  first  -  and.  risk  involv¬ 
ing  the  US  eves  mote  heavily  on 
the  side  of  the  Sarajevo 
government 

Bosnia  is  about  ,  ter  see  the  trans¬ 
formation  of  an  impotent  UN  Pro¬ 
tection  Force  into,  a  heavily  armed 
US  Protection  .Force.  ,  And  the  ad¬ 
ministration  knows  it.'

SECULAR  and  haredi  Jews  lead 
vastly  different  life  styles,  based 
on  very  different  values.  In  our 
crowded  country,  it  is  next  to  im¬ 
possible  to  guarantee  any  com¬ 
munity  hermetic  isolation  from 
“contamination.” 

Haredim  are  certainly  within 
their  rights  to  try  to  preserve  their 
singular  values  and  life  style  for 
their  own  members.  They  cross 
the  boundaries  of  legitimacy, 
however,  when  they  insist  on  us¬ 
ing  their  political  power  to  im¬ 
pose  those  values  and  that  life 
style  on  others. 

The  haredi  world  is  avowedly 


anti-democratic,  viewing  the  very 
concept  of  democracy  as  part  of 
the  hated  modern  world  against 
which  they  are  arrayed.  It  is  thus . 
fruitless  to  lecture  haredi  leaders 
oh  the  democratic  need  to  respect 
the  rights  of  others. 

But  those  leaders  should  be  .the 
first  to  be  aware  of  the  extreme 
vulnerability  of  their  own  com¬ 
munities  to  physical  and  political 
retaliation  -by  secular  Jews,  driv¬ 
en  to  despair  by  haredi.  politicians 
determined  to  maximize  a  tempo¬ 
rary  political  advantage. 

The  violence  that  a  minority  of 
haredi  thugs  have  been  foment¬ 
ing  on  Bar  Ban  St  on  recent  Sab¬ 
baths  will  only  engender  counter- 
violence.

-  m'tiB-pftdiictions,  and  advertis¬ 
ing  in  the  Hebrew  press,  HILke- 
vich  hopes  to  lure  veteran  Israelis 
to  theater  already  being  imported 
directly  from  Russia. 

Every  night  there  about  a  doz¬ 
en  performances  throughout  Is¬ 
rael  by  Artists  from  Russia,  which 
are  enjoyed  only  by  a  Russian- 
speaking  audience.  None  is  pub¬ 


licized  in  the  non-Russian  press. 

“There  are  many  new  develop¬ 
ments  in  Russian  theater  and  en¬ 
tertainment  these  days  and  I  want 
to  show  this  to  Israelis,”  says 
Hilkevich. 

Ultimately,  he  wants  to  create 
an  umbrella  organization  that 
will  bring  to  Israel  the  best  of 
Russian  art  and  entertainment  on 
a  regular  basis.  Theater  is  the 
starting  point. 

“In  the  first  part  of  the  century 


Diaghilev  had  Russian  seasons  of 
ballet  in  Paris.  1  have  a  similar 
idea.  I  want  to  present  the  best 
Russian  theater  to  Israeli  theater 
buffs  and  I  want  Israelis  to  come 
and  see  it.  too.” 

Hilkevich  has  a  history  of 
working  both  rides  of  the  cultural 
fence.  After  his  initial  visit  here 
in  1989  as  director  of  the  Mali 
Theater  from  Russia,  he  immi¬ 
grated  and  soon  found  work  as  a 
production  manager  and  Soviet

tour  organizer  at  Tel  Aviv's  Ca- 
raeri  Theater. 

His  big  dream  is  to  create  a 
year-long  season  of  Russian  the¬ 
ater,  music  and  entertainment  in 
Israel  which  will  be  sold  on  a 
subscription  basis. 

During  his  first  year  in  the  im¬ 
presario  business,  however,  Hil- 
kevicb  will  test  the  market  to  see 
what  works  best. 


The  theater  productions  are  al¬ 
ready  on  their  way  to  our  shores. 

Hilkevich ’s  inaugural  Russian 
theater  season  here  starts  with 
Jean  Genet's  The  Maids ,  directed 
by  Roman  Victuck.  The  highly 
visual  five-year-old  production 
“foT  me  is  a  sign  of  the  new  Rus¬ 
sia.

.  her  sumptuously  imaginative  vid¬ 
eos,  is  a  bit  like  discovering  the 
■  picture  of  Dorian  Grey. 

Brother  Michael  may  wear  his 
sickness  on  his  lacy  sleeve,  but  for 
aQ  his  sad  confusion,  one  can  still 
bear  his  soul  somewhere  in  there 
under  the  scar  tissue.  Janet,  on  the 
other  hand,  is  such  a  delightful  on¬ 
screen  Barbie  that  .it  conus  as1' a 
'siktfck  to  hfckr .  tfie  ^pdf&ice 

•of  her  -owtf1  stunted  grfxwfp.  5fi$- 
son  is  sweet,  sassy,  snappy  and 
even  assertive,  but  she  is  never, 
ever  in  the  slightest  bit  deep. 

THE  FIRST  time  I  happened 
upon  Michael  Bolton  on  Ameri¬ 
can  TV  I  was  blown  away-  Who 
war  tins  pretty  white  boy  ringing 
“Georgia  On  My  Mind”  with 
none  other  than  Ray  Charles? 
His  lack  of  inhibition  and  apti¬ 
tude  of  soul  were  phenomenal. 
Unfortunately  subsequent  inves¬ 


tigation  left  me  less  thrilled  by 
self-penned  romantic  numbers 
that  I  for  one,  couldn’t  quite 
believe. 

What  to  say  about  Michael 
Bolton:  Greatest  Hits  1985-19957 
He  con  ring.  He  does  sing.  He 
offers  full-bodied  versions  of 
“(Sittin'  On)  The  Dock  of  The 
Bay,”  “When  A  Man  Loves  A 
Woman,"  and  “Lean  On  Me” 
and  original  hits  like  “How  Am  I 
Supposed  To  Live  Without 
You.”  He  plays  baseball  and  ten¬ 
nis  and  has  started  a  foundation 
to  support  children  and  women 
“at  risk”  of  battering. 

How  can  one  say  a  critical 
word  about  a  guy  like  this?  1  can't 
really;  the  feeling  is  purely  per¬ 
sonal.  I  just  happen  to  find  17 
songs,  each  of  which  is  a  three-  or 
four-minute  emotional  crescen¬ 
do,  to  be  tiring  when  heard  one 
after  another.  Bat  any  one  who 
loves  Bolton  will  think  that  I 
should  have  my  bead  examined. 

DO  YOU  remember  John 
Mayall  of  John  Mayall  &  the 
Blues  Breakers  fame?  Weren’t 
they  enormously  influential  way 
back  in  the  Sixties?  I  once  saw  a 
gray-bearded,  shirtless  Mayall  in 
a  California  dub  and  thought  him 
a  washec^up  macho  jerk.  Thus  it 
was  a  pleasant  surprise  to  tune 
into  Spinning  Coin  (Hed  Arzi) 
and  find  out  that  someone  Td 
jjivieii  np:for  de^d^  eons  ago  is 
^afivey  w<?U,v complicated  ■  and 
kickin'.  In  fad  ,  this  is  one  of  the 
most  tistenable  albums  I’ve  come 
across  in  months. 

Mayall  sings  with  effortless 
honesty  and  plays  hammond  or¬ 
gan,  piano,  synthesizers,  12-  and 
six-string  guitars  and  harmonica. 
He  is  joined  by  three  contempo¬ 
rary  Bluesbreakers,  including 
amazing  drummer  Joe  Yuele. 
and  various  guests. 

Mayall  may  be  singing  and 
playing  songs  of  experience,  but 
he  doesn't  have- a  world-weary

bone  in  his  body.  Overall,  the 
album  presents  an  11- track  mo¬ 
rality  play.

The  four  principals,  Francois 
Loup  as  the  Don,  John  Hancock 
as  the  Dottore,  Bonaventura 
Bottone  as  Ernesto  and  Sharon 
Rostorf  as  Norm  a,  made  up  a 
remarkable  quartet.

They  sounded  homogeneous  and 
well-balanced  and,  after  wanning 
up  too  slowly  in  the  Mozart 
Quartet  K.421,  were  full  of  fresh¬ 
ness  and  fervor.

The  most  impressive  part  of 
toe  evening  was  Michael  Haydn’s 
Requiem  in  C  minor,  which  pre¬ 
ceded  Mozart's  Requiem  by  two 
decades  and  no  doubt  served  as 
tbe  basis  for  Mozart's  final 
composition. 

The  HSO  strings  played  with 
warmth  and  precision.  The  Hert¬ 
fordshire  Chorus  sang  in  the  cor¬ 
rect  style  and  the  four  visiting 
soloists  added  beauty.

The  Italian  Baroque’s  plu¬ 
ralism  was  demonstrated  by  an 
abundance  of  styles,  different  vo¬ 
cal  sonorities  and  numerous  in¬ 
struments. 

A  Monteverdi  motet  was  fol¬ 
lowed  by  a  Legrenzi  cantata  and 
a  Marcello  psalm  to  highlight  toe 
dark  bass  of  Richard  Wistreich. 

The  caressing  smoothness  an  ri¬ 
sotto  ess  of  the  Baroque  flute,  a 
far  cry  from  the  silvery  brilliance 
of  its  classical  descendant,  was 
displayed  by  Janet  See  in  sonatas 
by  Bach  and  Locatelli. 

On  the  period’s  opposite 
threshold,  Geminiani  represent¬ 
ed  almost  classical  drama  in  a 


Baroque  cello  sonata,  rendered 
with  refreshing  temperament  by 
Marion  Middenway. 

Harpsichordist  John  Toll  made 
a  quest  for  velocity  in  Bach's 
Chromatic  Fantasia,  calming 
down  to  a  reasonable  tempo  and 
a  transparent,  finely  shaped 
fugue.

A 4  Swan’ 
from  Riga 

Dance-lovers  over  so 
have  usually  seen  toe  im¬ 
mortal  Swan  Lake  sever¬ 
al  times,  and  somehow  each  new 
performance  has  its  own  allure. 
This  time,  performed  by  toe  Riga 
Ballet,  in  addition  to  beautiful 
costuming,  exceptional  dancing, 
and  four  full  acts,  it  had  an  ele¬ 
ment  of  surprise. 

In  the  tost  act,  toe  festive 
dances  were  mostly  of  courtiers, 
with  only  a  token  of  peasant  par¬ 
ticipation.  Yet  all  toe  ballerinas 
were  so  light  that  it  was  a  plea¬ 
sure  to  see  how  much  they 
seemed  at  home  on  their  toes. 

Thus,  the  second  act  was  al¬ 
most  a  disappointment.  Iota 
Dumpe  as  Odette,  the  swan  prin¬ 
cess,  concentrated  more  on  the 
perfection  of  her  technique  than 
toe  emotional  quotient,  while 
Andre  Roman cev,  though  per¬ 
sonable  and  strong,  was  no  more 
than  was  expected. 

Dumpe  was  finer  as  Odfie,  the 
wicked  magician’s  daughter  im¬ 
personating  Odette  toe  swan. 
She  was  brilliant  as  the  black  se¬ 
ducer  in  Act  Three,  but  it  was 
really  in  toe  final  act  that  she 
achieved  tragic  pathos.  Roman- 
cev's  elevation  and  firm  support 
lifted  tbe  performance  to  a  new 
height,  both  at  the  Mann  Audito¬ 
rium  (Oct.  26)  and  the  Sherover 
Theater  in  Jerusalem  (Oct.28). 

THREE  PREMIERES  on  one 
program  by  any  company  at  any 
time  is  a  bumper  offering,  but  toe 
Israel  Ballet,  opening  its  season  on 
October  22  at  the  Jerusalem  Sher¬ 
over  Theater,  did  even  more.  It 
brought  Rudd  van  Danzig  from 
Holland,  where  he  had  been  the 
long-time  director  of  the  Dutch 
National  Ballet,  to  set  one  of  his 
finest  works.  Four  Last  Songs,  to 
toe  music  of  Richard  Strauss. 

The  work  that  brought  the 
house  down  was  Percussion  for 
Six  Men  by  Vincente  Nebrada,  a 
Venezuelan- born  American  danc¬ 
er-choreographer.  Many  an  ath¬ 
lete  would  be  hard  put  to  perform 
toe  seemingly  simple  turns  and 
leaps  with  the  grace  and  skill  that 
the  dancers  took  in  their  stride. 

Van  Danzig's  poem  for  four 
couples  also  required  technical 
skill,  but  it  demanded  thoughtful¬ 
ness  as  well.  The  four  pairs  were 
monitored  by  a  dark-clad  figure 
called  Angel  of  Death.  He  wasn't 
frightening,  but  simply  an  inev¬ 
itable  guide  at  toe  decisive  mo¬ 
ment.  Unfortunately,  the  chore¬ 
ography  for  each  pair  was  not 
sufficiently  differentiated  for  toe 
four  stages  of  life. 

The  program  opened  with  Fo- 
kine’s  Chopiniana .  toe  forerun¬ 
ner  to  his  masterpiece  Les  Syl- 
p hides,  staged  by  Cora  Benador. 
Though  charmingly  done,  it  had

Danone  in 
serious  talks 
to  buy  10%  of 
Strauss  group

THE  French-based  European 
foods  giant  Danone  is  in  advanced 
negotiations  to  purchase  at  least 
10  percent  of  the  Strauss  gronp, 
one  of  the  country’s  largest  pri¬ 
vately  owned  food  manufacturers. 

According  to  Globes,  Strauss's 
value  has  been  estimated  at  be¬ 
tween  $100  million  and  $120m. 
for  the  purpose  of  the  transaction. 
A  company  spokesman  refused  to 
confirm  the  sum. 

The  firms  entered  serious  talks 
several  months  ago,  after  Danone 
representatives  visited  the  Strauss 
dairies  in  Nahariya. 

Sources  close  to  the  companies 
said  Danone  intends  to  purchase  a 
stake  in  Strauss,  which  will  give  it 
the  power  to  take  an  active  part  in 
formulating  the  company's  busi¬ 
ness  and  management  strategy. 

Strauss  already  uses  the  Dan¬ 
one  brand  name  on  some  of  its 
yogurt  products. 

Strauss  experts  to  end  the  year 
with  sales  of  more  than  $200m.

Strauss  recently  completed  a 
reorganization  process  whereby 
its  business  was  separated  into 
three  manufacturing  divisions  - 
dairy,  ice  cream  and  salads.

Leeson  drops  opposition 
to  Singapore  extradition 


SINGAPORE  (A P)  -  Nick  Lee¬ 
son,  whose  futures  trades  in  Sin¬ 
gapore  helped  bring  down  Brit¬ 
ain’s  Barings  Bank,  will  likely  be 
extradited  to  Singapore  in  four 
weeks,  his  lawyer  said  yesterday. 

Leeson,  28,  was  arrested  in 
Germany  in  March  after  fleeing 
Singapore,  and  had  been  fighting 
the  extradition  process  to  face  11 
counts  of  fraud  of  forgery  charges 
here.  If  convicted,  be  faces  up  to 
14  years  in  prison. 

But  in  a  surprise  move  Sunday, 
Leeson  announced  he  is  willing  to 
rerum  to  Singapore  and  won’t  ap¬ 
peal  an  extradition  order  issued 
by  a  German  court  last  month. 

German  authorities  will  now 
process  the  extradition  request  by 
Singapore’s  fraud  squad,  the 
Commercial  Affairs  Department, 
and  "we  expea  Leeson  to  come 
here  in  four  weeks,”  his  lawyer, 
John  Koh,  said. 

Barings  collapsed  on  February 
27  after  Leeson,  the  bank’s  Sin¬ 
gapore  general  manager  of  fu¬ 
tures  trading,  lost  £860  million  on 


Asian  futures  markets,  wiping 
out  the  bank's  cash  reserves. 

ING  Group  of  the  Netherlands 
acquired  the  remains  of  the  232- 
year-old  bank  soon  after. 

Singapore  authorities  say  Lee¬ 
son  forged  some  documents  to 
cover  up  his  adivjties  at  the  Sin¬ 
gapore  International  Monetary 
Exchange  LlcL  or  SIMEX 

At  a  news  conference,  SIMEX 
chairman  Elizabeth  Sam  wel¬ 
comed  the  report  on  Leeson. 

Leeson  initially  expressed  fears 
he  would  not  receive  a  fair  trial  in 
Singapore  and  had  wanted  to  be 
tried  in  his  native  Britain. 

But  Leeson  changed  his  mind, 
Koh  said. 

In  a  statement  released  in  Lon¬ 
don  and  Singapore,  Leeson  said: 
“After  consulting  my  legal  advis¬ 
ers  I  am  satisfied  that  I  will  be 
fairly  tried  and  judged  in  Singa¬ 
pore.  I  wish  to  apologize  to  all 
Singaporeans  for  having  doubted 
that  I  would  receive  a  fair  trial." 

It  is  not  immediately  clear 
when  his  trial  will  start.

THE  average  bank  interest  rate 
on  savings  deposits  decreased  last 
month,  while  public  credit  rates 
increased  from  18.74  percent  in 
August  to  18.86%  in  September, 
the  Bank  of  Israel  reported 
yesterday. 

The  interest  rate  on  fixed-term 
credit  increased  to  17.08%  in 
September,  compared  to  Au¬ 
gust’s  rate  of  16.93%. 

The  rate  on  checking  and  busi¬ 
ness  accounts  increased  from 
20.91%  to  21%. 

Bank  of  Israel  said  the  in¬ 
creases  were  average  and  added 
that  their  impacts  will  only  be 
evaluated  at  the  end  of  October. 

The  average  interest  rate  on 
public  deposits  decreased  in  Sep¬ 
tember  from  11.17%  in  August  to 
11.08%  in  September. 

Interest  on  fixed  term  deposits 
decreased  to  12.64%  in  Septem¬ 


ber  from  August’s  rate  of  12.7%. 

The  difference  between  tire  in¬ 
terest  the  banks  charge  and  the 
interest  they  pay  on  deposits  in¬ 
creased  in  September  from 
7.78%  from  7.57%  last  month. 

The  difference  between  assets 
and  liabilities  decreased  from 
6.13%  to  5.95%  in  September.

Investors  in  Amman:  Arab  markets  must  liberalize  to  attract  foreigners 


AMMAN  (Reuter)  -  Arab  stock 
exchanges  have  to  lift  restrictions 
and  reform  if  they  are  serious 
about  attracting  major  foreign 
capital,  global  investors  said 
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yesterday. 

Emerging  market  fund  manag¬ 
ers  at  the  Middle  East  and  North 
Africa  summit  in  Amman  said  re¬ 
gional  equity  markets  were  char¬ 
acterized  by  lack  of  depth,  poor 
transparency  and  liquidity  short¬ 
age  -  with  the  exception  of  Israel 
-  and  still  too  hampered  by  gov¬ 
ernment  controls  and  restraints 
on  foreign  ownership. 

“Let’s  not  lose  sight  that  Arab 
markets  are  not  playing  the  scale 
of  the  role  played  in  Asia  and 
Latin  America,”  said  William 
Ryrie,  vice  chairman  of  the  UK- 
based  Baring  Holding  Company. 
“They  are  small  relative  to  the 
economies  and  not  attracting  for¬ 
eign  investment." 

Fund  managers  estimated  that 
out  of  a  total  of  $65  billion  of 
capital  floated  into  emerging 


markets  in  the  peak  year  of  1993, 
only  0.3  percent  trickled  to  Arab 
markets.  The  share  in  an  estimat¬ 
ed  $25b.  so  far  this  year  is  also 
insignificant 

Ryrie  said  along  with  “obsta¬ 
cles  caused  by  wars  of  the  past, 
there  have  been  obstacles  created 
by  too  much  government  control, 
too  much  regulation." 

Muscat  Stock  Exchange  execu¬ 
tive  president  Mahmoud  Jarwani, 
while  admitting  short-comings  of 
regional  Arab  markets,  said  re¬ 
cent  legislation  -  including  mutu¬ 
al  funds  and  more  steps  toward 
widening  foreign  ownership  -  are 
making  some  markets  more  at¬ 
tractive  to  investors. 

He  said  Arab  stock  markets 
would  need  time  to  catch  up  with 
international  markets,  with  a  lack 
of  expertise  and  human  skills 


hampering  growth. 

“I  cannot  attain  the  pace  of  a 
stock  market  functioning  for  150 
years  and  my  age  is  only  five 
years...  the  difference  is  a  time 
gap,"  he  said. 

Jarwani  said  he  hoped  foreign 
ownership  in  the  Omani  market 
would  rise  in  the  next  few  years  to 
25%  of  the  market’s  total  capital¬ 
ization,  from  a  current  14%. 

“We  would  have  made  a  big 
leap  if  we  can  reach  25%  in  the 
the  next  few  years,"  he  said. 

International  investors  also  cite 
other  reasons  that  have  discour¬ 
aged  inflows  of  capital  into  Arab 
markets  -  including  historical 
sentiment,  lack  of  regulatory 
bodies  and  poor  disclosure  rules. 

Further  structural  economic  re¬ 
forms  that  widen  the  role  of  the 
private  sector,  accelerate  the 


pace  of  privatization  and  liberal¬ 
ize  capital  markets  are  needed, 
along  with  internal  reforms  and 
creation  of  regulatory  bodies, 
they  added 

But  the  region’s  potential  was 
huge,  bouyed  by  political  stability 
in  the  wake  of  Middle  East  peace, 
global  investors  said  ‘The  po¬ 
tential  of  a  major  inflow  of  capital 
from  abroad  is  there  with  peace," 
said  Ryrie. 

Angus  Blair  of  Barings  Securi¬ 
ties  International  said:  “I  do  an¬ 
ticipate  more  foreign  investment,, 
but  it  is  not  going  to  be  a  large 
flow  in  the  short  term,  but  it  will 
grow.” 

Echoing  sentiment  of  global 
fund  managers,  he  warned  that 
“competition  for  capital  is  getting 
tougher,  while  the  Arab  market 
is  still  small.”

Graham  tells  tale  of  misdeeds 


LONDON  (AP)  -  Former  soccer 
manager  George  Graham,  fired 
by  Arsenal  last  season  for  accept¬ 
ing  financial  gifts  from  an  agent, 
admitted  yesterday  be  received 
£140.000  for  recommending  Pe¬ 
ter  Schmeichel  and  Andrei  Kan- 
chelskis  to  rival  Manchester 
United. 

Graham  turned  them  down  for 
Arsenal  and  suggested  they  move 
to  Old  Trafford.  Schmeichel,  a 
Danish  goalkeeper,  and  Russian 
international  winger  Kanchelsfcis 
went  on  to  become  standout  play¬ 
ers  in  United's  back-to-back 
league  title  triumphs  in  1993  and 
*94. 

According  to  the  Sun  newspa¬ 
per,  Graham  was  handed  the 


cash  in  £50-pound  notes  by  Nor¬ 
wegian  soccer  agent  Rune  Hauge 
at  the  Park  Lane  Hotel  in  central 
London. 

“Looking  back,  I  should  have 
said  Tm  not  taking  that,”’  Gra¬ 
ham  told  the  Sun.  “But  it  was  a 
present.  It  wasn't  asked  for.  It 
wasn’t  organized.  He  pul  It  in  my 
hand  and  said  ‘There  you  go’.” 

Graham  later  received  another 
£285.000  from  the  agent  by  bank¬ 
ers’  draft  paid  into  an  account 

When  Graham  ran  into  prob¬ 
lems  with  the  British  tax  authori¬ 
ties,  be  declared  the  payments  to 
Arsenal,  whose  owners  fired  him 
without  compensation. 

At  the  time,  it  was  thought  the 
payments  were  connected  with 


the  transfers  to  Arsenal  of  Dan¬ 
ish-based  players  Pal  Lydersen,  a 
Norwegian  defender,  and  John 
Jensen,  goalscoring  star  of  Den¬ 
mark’s  European  Championship 
triumph  in  1992. 

Graham,  who  was  banned  by 
the  FA  for  a  year  for  breaking 
tbeir  rules  by  accepting  gifts,  told 
the  Sun  he  received  nothing  from 
these  transfers. 

The  FA  said.  Graham  is-unUke- 
ly  to  face  further  disciplinary  ac¬ 
tion  over  his  new  disclosures. 

“Everything  I  have  read  so  far 
appears  to  have  been  covered  by 
the  Commission  of  Inquiry,”  FA 
spokesman  Steve  Double  said. 
“He  was  found  guilty  of  the  of¬ 
fenses  and  has  been  punished.'' 


Juninho  transfer  to  ’Boro  still  incomplete

“Eight  fans  were  arrested  near 
the  stadium  because  they  were 
aggressive  and  intimidating  as 
they  tried  to  get  tickets,”  a 
spokesman  for  Eindhoven  police 
told  Reuters.

Paced  by  captain  Adi  Gordon 
and  foreigner  Billy  Thompson, 
Jerusalem  crushed  Maccabi  Tel 
Aviv  97-77  in  Malha  last  night, 
the  fourth  time  they’ve  beaten 
Maccabi  there  in  the  past  four 
years  and  sixth  overall  in  that 
span,  to  stay  undefeated  (6-0) 
and  fake  over  first  place  in  the 
league.

ITV’s  ‘hot’  coverage  gets  cool  reviews 


ITV  coverage  of  Maccabi  Tel 
Aviv’s  “hoi”  winter  of  European 
play  began  Thursday,  but  the 
coverage  proved  a  bit  tepid  for 
our  tasie. 

It’s  not  that  the  game  wasn't 
exciting  -  Maccabi's  overtime  vic¬ 
tory  was  a  real  nailbiter.  It's  just 
(hat  (he  presentation  of  the 
games  seems  to  remain  static 
from  year  to  year.  Take  the  cam¬ 
era  angles,  for  example:  while 
NBA  and  college  hoops  feature 
above  the  basket  cameras  and 
other  such  innovations,  our  view 
of  the  Maccabi  games  seems  to 
stay  the  same. 

True,  the  folks  from  Romema 
have  added  some  improvements: 
the  amount  of  on-screen  statisti¬ 
cal  information  has  been  greatly 
expanded,  with  shooting  percent¬ 
ages  computed  almost  at  a  mo¬ 
ment's  notice*.  In  fact,  the  on¬ 
screen  graphics  have  even  gone 
one  step  too  far.  in  our  opinion. 
Do  we  really  need  the  upper 
right-hand  corner  dock  remind¬ 
ing  us  how  much  time  is  left  in 
every  Time-out  taken? 

Aiso,  ITV  should  consider  a 
color  other  than  yellow  for  fee 
slats  -  fee  graphics  tend  to  get 
lost  against  the  yellowish  Yad 
Eliahu  floor  and  the  yellow  Mac¬ 
cabi  uniforms  in  the  background. 

New  analyst  Professor  Gabi 
Ben-Dor,  who's  replaced  Arye 
Maliniak,  is  also  a  problem.  Ben- 
Dor  seems  to  know  quite  a  bit 
about  basketball,  but  the  color 
that  comes  to  mind  when  assess¬ 
ing  his  job  as  “color  man”  is  grey. 
He  follows  the  game  well,  and 
knows  the  plays  and  tactics,  but 
his  delivery  is  jess  than  scintillat¬ 
ing.  It's  like  hearing  a  basketball 
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game  analyzed  by  a  bookkeeper. 

There  were  some  other  prob¬ 
lems  as  well.  Why  did  the  ITV 
crew  feel  compelled  to  invade  the 
Maccabi  locker  room  to  capture 
shots  of  injured  guard  Guy 
Goodes? 

The  report  from  sideline  re¬ 
porter  Moshe  Gertel  on  Guy’s 
condition  was  enough  -  the  play¬ 
er's  privacy  should  have  been  re¬ 
spected  after  that.  And  why  did 
Levy  insist  at  halftime  that  “it’s 
not  a  light  injury  -  [he’s  apparent¬ 
ly  going  to  be  out]  for  a  long 
time,"  when  in  fee  end  Goodes's 
injury  turned  out  to  be  less  seri¬ 
ous?  Play-by-play  men  shouldn’t 
play  doctor. 

The  commercial  “train"  which 
chugged  across  the  screen  every 
so  often  would  have  been  accept¬ 
able  had  we  not  also  been  sub¬ 
jected  to  a  barrage  of  “sponsor¬ 
ship"  ads  and  an  interminable 
number  of  promos  for  ITV  shows 
at  halftime,  instead  of  some 
deeper  analysis  or  feature  item  at 
the  break.  And  someone  should 
tell  Elite  to  tone  down  fee  over¬ 
kill  on  fee  MV?  award  section  of 
the  show.  If  the  MVP  is  to  be 
interviewed  against  a  backdrop  of 
Elite  signs,  is  it  really  necessary 
to  remind  everyone  who  the  spot 
is  sponsored  by  before  reluming 
us  to  Levy  and  Ben-Dor? 

It's  great  to  have  Maccabi  back 
on  fee  air,  even  if  they  do  unfor¬ 
tunately  bump  Northern  Expo¬ 
sure  off  fee  screen  at  that  hour. 
Here's  hoping  fee  broadcasts  are 
jazzed  up  a  little  both  behind  the 


camera  and  the  mike,  so  we  have 
a  really  “hot”  winter. 

A  FAR  worse  sin  was  committed 
by  Sports  Channel  in  its  broad¬ 
cast  of  the  Rishon  Lezion-Efes 
Pilsen  game  last  Wednesday 
night.  They  flashed  fee  wrong  fi¬ 
nal  score  on  the  screen. 

A  viewer  who  was  following 
fee  action  was  confused  when  the 
game  seemingly  ended  79-59.  but 
Sports  Channel  -  rushing  to  end 
the  broadcast  so  they  could  get  to 
their  live  soccer  game  coverage  - 
flashed  81-57.  Sports  Channel 
should  start  the  soccer  pre-game 
coverage  a  little  earlier,  to  allow 
for  a  proper  wrap-up  of  the  game. 

THE  World  Series  is  now  behind 
us,  but  there  are  a  few  lessons  to 
be  learned  for  Sports  Channel's 
Opher  Shelah  and  .Amir  Efrat. 
First  of  all,  on  balance.  Shelaeh 
and  Efrat  did  a  superb  job:  bring¬ 
ing  in  Efrat  to  work  wife  Snelach 
was  a  wise  move,  since  his  simi¬ 
larly  encyclopedic  grasp  of  fee 
game  was  a  welcome  addition. 

However,  Efrat  often  jumped 
the  gun,  predicting  plays  feat  of¬ 
ten  went  fee  other  way. 

Also,  the  two  both  should  have 
talked  far  less,  Especially  in  a 
series  offering  Such  a  fine  analyst 
as  Tim  McOrver,  ii  would’ve 
been  nice  to  hear  more  of  what  be 
and  the  other  US  broadcasters 
had  to  say,  rather  than  have  it 
regurgitated  to  us  in  Hebrew, 

Blockbuster  Video  offers  ver¬ 
sions  of  movies  without  fee  trans¬ 
lation.  Sports  Channel  should  sim¬ 
ilarly  offer  a  choice  of  English- 
language  sports  broadcasts  wife  or 
without  Hebrew  commentary.

brew  name?”  a  voice  behind  the  camera  asked 
one  of  them.  The  youth  shrugged  bis  shoulders  in 
ignorance,  tacitly  confirming  the  program’s  pre¬ 
mise  that  Jewish  life  in  the  US  was  doomed.  (The 
only  solution  being,  naturally,  mass  migration  to 
yon-know-where.) 

It’s  hard  to  know  which  has  undergone  a  great¬ 
er  transformation  in  the  intervening  20  years, 
Jewish  life  in  America  or  ITV,  but  Michael  Kar¬ 
pin’s  new  documentary  Distant  Relatives ,  Part  1 
of  which  was  broadcast  last  week,  is  far  more 
open-minded,  even  generous  than  its  predeces¬ 
sor.  Shock  of  shocks,  it  leaves  open  the  possibili¬ 
ty  that  Israelis  may  have  something  to  learn  from 
those  once-despised,  if  envied,  relatives. 

Before  we  get  carried  away,  it  should  be  noted 
that  this  is  still,  after  all,  ITV.  The  first  install¬ 
ment  of  Distant  Relatives  was  scatter-shot  to  the 
point  of  being  nearly  shapeless. 

One  was  also  left  with  the  strong  impression 
that  the  Channel  1  crew  relied  almost  exclusively 
on  the  research  aid  of  its  American  Jewish  Com¬ 
mittee  coproducer,  doing  very  little  homework 
of  its  own.

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Regional  bank 
to  be  launched 
today

AMMAN 


AFTER  intensive  efforts  by  the 
US.  the  Amman  economic  con¬ 
ference  will  end  today  with  the 
announcement  of  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  a  Middle  East  develop¬ 
ment  bank. 

But  intense  opposition  from 
European  and  Gulf  states  could 
mire  the  new  financial  institution 
in  disputes  for  the  next  few  years, 
diplomats  said. 

US  officials  said  the  draft  of  the 
articles  of  agreement  on  the  bank 
are  nearly  complete.  The  institu¬ 
tion.  called  the  Bank  for  Eco¬ 
nomic  Cooperation  and  Develop¬ 
ment  in  the  Middle  East  and 
North  Africa,  will  be  located  in 
Cairo  and  begin  with  $5  billion  of 
capital. 

Supporters  of  the  bank  were 
led  by  the  US  and  Middle  East 
participants  at  the  conference.  In 
a  mandate  being  drafted  for  the 
bank,  it  will  promote  private  sec¬ 
tor  growth,  regional  development 
projects  and  economic  dialogue. 

A  senior  US  official  acknowl¬ 
edged  that  Washington  had  been 
opposed  to  the  bank.  What 
changed  the  minds  of  Americans, 
the  official  said,  was  the  support 
it  had  both  among  Israelis  and 
Arabs,  particularly,  the  Palestin¬ 
ians,  Egypt  and  Jordan. 

“It's  unprecedented  that  the 
four  regional  parties  came  in  and 
made  a  presentation,  which  is 


what  they  did,”  the  official  said. 

European  Union  officials  said 
they  are  concerned  that  the  new 
bank  will  repeat  the  experience 
of  their  financial  institution  es¬ 
tablished  to  develop  eastern  Eu¬ 
rope.  which  had  been  criticized  as 
ineffective  and  bloated. 

Paul  Valcker,  former  head  of 
the  US  Federal  Reserve  Board 
who  has  led  studies  of  Middle 
East  economies,  agreed.  “It 
[bank]  should  be  small,  not  a 
monument  to  the  city  in  which  it’s 
located,”  he  said. 

Already,  the  Saudis  and  the 
Gulf  states  have  warned  they  will 
not  serve  as  major  financiers  of 
the  bank.  European  diplomats 
privately  insisted  they  will  seek 
other  avenues  to  invest  in  the 
Middle  EasL 

US  officials  said  a  task  force 
will  finalize  details  of  the  bank  by 
the  end  of  the  year.  Then,  the 
charter  will  be  ratified  by  the  Eu¬ 
ropeans,  Japanese,  Americans 
and  other  involved  in  helping  re¬ 
gional  development,  a  process 
expected  to  take  up  to  two  years. 

In  another  development,  Ener¬ 
gy  Minister  Gonen  Segev  arrives 
today  in  Amman  where  he  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  sign  an  agreement  with 
Qatar  and  a  US  firm  for  the  sup¬ 
ply  of  liquified  natural  gas. 


Christopher- Assad  meet 
produces  little  results

US  Secretary  of  State  Warren 
Christopher  held  talks  for  three 
hours  with  Syrian  President  Ha¬ 
fez  Assad  in  Damascus  yesterday 
on  ways  to  break  the  stalemate  in 
the  peace  talks  with  Israel,  offi¬ 
cials  said. 

Christopher  had  little  to  say 
about  the  substance  of  the  meet¬ 
ing,  telling  reporters  in  a  state¬ 
ment  at  Damascus  airport  before 
heading  for  home  only  that  he 
had  had  a  “useful  review"  of  the 
situation  with  Assad. 

“We're  going  to  stay  in  contact 
with  them  and  keep  on  working 
on  the  problems,”  he  said. 

A  senior  US  official  said:  “We 
feel  we've  got  work  to  do,  this  is 
not  something  that’s  going  to 
happen  immediately." 

Prime  Minister  Yitzhak  Rabin 
reiterated  to  the  cabinet  once 
again  yesterday  that  he  will  hold 
Syria  to  its  spring  promise  to 
Christopher  that  it  would  dis¬ 
patch  military  experts  to  meet 
with  their  Israeli  counterparts  on 
security  arrangements. 

Asked  whether  Israel  would

pursue  a  peace  agreement  with 
Syria  before  the  Israeli  elections, 
Rabin  said  yesterday:  "We  have 
never  put  a  limit  in  terms  of  a 
timetable.  We  ace  putting  em¬ 
phasis  on  the  substance  and  pro¬ 
cedures  that  were  agreed  on.  It 
has  become  clear  the  Syrians  are 
demanding  that  Israel  change  its 
position  on  certain  issues  regard¬ 
ing  the  security  arrangements  as  a 
precondition  for  the  continuation 
of  the  negotiations.  This  is  not 
acceptable  to  us." 

Rabin  was  speaking  to  a  Labor 
faction  meeting  in  the  Knesset 

A  senior  US  official  said  that 
Middle  East  peace  coordinator 
Dennis  Ross  would  pass  through 
Israel  on  his  way  home  later  this 
week  from  the  economic  summit 
in  Amman,  and  that  it  was  possi¬ 
ble  he  would  meet  Israeli 
officials. 

Syria,  meanwhile,  lashed  out  at 
the  economic  summit  in  Jordan, 
saying  it  was  a  cover  for  attempts 
to  erase  the  Arabs'  identity. 

“The  so-called  Middle  Eastern 
project  of  the  Amman  economic 
summit  is  a  mask  which  hides 
dangers.  It  is  also  a  means  to 
obliterate  the  name  of  the  Ar¬ 
abs,"  Syrian  state  radio  said. 

It  also  accused  the  summit  of 
attempting  to  “liquidate"  the 
Arab  League.

Peres  spars  with  Arab  media 


FOREIGN  Minister  Shimon 
Peres  yesterday  challenged  the 
Arab  world  to  abandon  “hatred 
and  prejudice"  and  work  toward 
a  prosperous  Middle  EasL 

Sparring  with  Arab  journalists 
at  the  Amman  economic  confer¬ 
ence  over  the  future  of  Jerusa¬ 
lem,  Peres  urged  them  to  concen¬ 
trate  on  the  future  of  the  region. 
“Look  at  Asia,  Latin  .America." 
he  said.  “The  question  is  why  not 
here.  Many  of  you  have  to  help 
out,  not  to  be  all  the  lime  with 
your  head  in  the  past  with  hatred 
and  prejudice.  Don’t  do  it  for  us. 
Do  h  for  yourselves." 

He  spoke  at  length  on  his  vi¬ 
sion  of  a  new  Middle  East  and  his 
view  of  the  region's  history.  He 
also  recalled  Palestinian  leaders 
who  rejected  any  accommodation 
with  Jewish  sovereignty. 

“Nobody  punished  the  Pales¬ 
tinian  people  more  than  the 
grand  mufti  of  Jerusalem."  he 
said,  referring  to  the  man  who  led 
the  Arab  rioting  in  1936.  He  said 
he  was  glad  that  PLO  chief 
Yasser  Arafat  is  not  following  the 
mufii’s  example. 

Peres  then  said  the  Arabs 
should  learn  from  Israel’s  exam¬ 
ple  and  introduce  computers  in 
their  schools.  “You  don't  have  to 
educate  for 'what  is  known,"  he 
said.  “You  have  to  educate  for 
what  is  unknown. 
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"There  is  no  sense  in  accumu¬ 
lating  knowledge  about  the  past 
There  is  sense  in  accumulating 
knowledge  for  the  future.  The  fu¬ 
ture  is  not  a  repetition  of  past" 

The  journalists  countered  with 
charges  about  Israeli  treatment  of 
the  Palestinians  and  the  dispute 
over  Jerusalem.  Many  of  the 
questions  focused  on  Israel's 
claim  to  Jerusalem  as  its  capital. 

Peres  said  Israel's  position  oa 
the  city  is  not  open  to  change, 
and  stressed  that  Jerusalem  was 
never  a  Palestinian  or  an  Arab 
capital. 

“I  see  Jerusalem  as  spiritually 
open  and  politically  closed,"  he 
said. 

At  one  point,  a  journalist 
pointed  out  that  the  more  than 
S00  million  Moslems  in  the 
world,  who  disagree  with  Peres, 
far  outnumber  the  Jews. 

Peres  appeared  to  take  the 
comment  as  a  threat  “What  do 
you  want  for  Israel  to  commit 
suicide?”  he  said, 

"What  do  you  want  for  Israel 
to  be  a  collective  (British  author 
Salman)  Rushdie?” 

Some  of  Peres’s  aides  appeared 
uneasy  over  the  exchange.  Later, 


a  diplomatic  source  said  journal¬ 
ists  identified  with  the  Jordanian 
opposition  managed  to  ask  most 
of  the  questions,  to  the  exclusion 
of  the  moderates. 

“He  was  too  aggressive.”  the 
source  said  of  Peres’s  perfor¬ 
mance.  “He  dashed  with  them.” 


Arab  journalist  sent  to  a  news 
conference  with  Peres,  that’s 
what  we’re  expected  to  ask,”  one 
said. 

Peres  stressed  Israel’s  conces¬ 
sions  to  the  Arabs  over  the  last  15 
years.

Egypt  suggests  free  trade  zone 

EGYPTIAN  Industry  and  Trade  Minister  Mahmoud  Mohammed 
Mahmoud  yesterday  suggested  to  Industry  and  Trade  Minister 
Micha  Harisb  that  a  free-trade  zone  be  established  between  the  two 
countries. 

The  two  met  at  the  economic  conference  in  Amman,  and  dis¬ 
cussed  increasing  trade  between  the  two  nations.  Currently,  trade 
stands  at  only  $44  million. 

Mahmoud  said  that  a  free-trade  zone  would  be  the  first  stage  in  a 
series  of  agreements  that  would  eventually  encompass  all  the 
countries  of  the  region. 

Harish  warned,  however,  that  special  attention  must  be  given  to 
Egyptian  charges  that  Israel  is  attempting  to  economically  domi¬ 
nate  the  region,  and  to  ensuring  that  the  Egyptian  market  is  really 
opened  to  Israeli  goods.  (Itim) 


International  Shi’ite  forum 
focuses  on  Jewish-Moslem  ties 


THE  spiritual  leader  of  the  Shi¬ 
’ite  Moslem  community  in  Eu¬ 
rope,  Iranian  Ayatollah  Mehdi 
Rouhani,  has  called  for  the  estab¬ 
lishment  peace  between  Jews  and 
Moslems  through  dialogue  and 
mutual  tolerance. 

•  Rouhani,  speaking  at  yester¬ 
day’s  closing  of  a  three-day  inter¬ 
national  colloquium  on  Jewish- 
Moslem  relations  here,  asserted 
that  universal  peace  can  be  ob¬ 
tained  neither  by  force  nor  with 
gold,  but  only  through  the  rap¬ 
prochement  of  hearts. 

“I  believe  that  Islam  and  Juda¬ 
ism  comprise  commandments 
and  precepts  which  are  similar 
and  mutual,  the  knowledge  of 
which  could  only  lead  to  rap¬ 
prochement,”  he  said.  "The 
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ignorance  of  this  community  of 
thought  has  often,  throughout 
history,  provoked  fratricidal 
confrontation." 

The  colloquium  was  organized 
by  ARARE  (An  Academic  Re¬ 
sponse  to  Antisemitism  and  Rac¬ 
ism  in  Europe),  a  group  initiated 
by  the  Simon  Weisenthal  Center. 
More  than  50  religious  leaders 
and  academics  from  20  countries 
participated  in  the  meeting. 
.Among  them  were  Sheikh  Rajai 
Abdo,  the  immam  of  Jericho; 
French  Chief  Rabbi  Joseph  Si- 
truk;  and  Prof.  Raji  Tami.  of  Ca¬ 
sablanca's  Hassan  D  Mosque. 


Most  of  the  speakers  stressed 
the  importance  of  a  rapproche¬ 
ment  between  Jews  and  Mos¬ 
lems,  noi  only  because  of  the 
Middle  East  peace  process,  but 
because  of  the  common  problems 
confronting  both  communities  in 
Europe:  rising  xenophobia  and 
racism,  identity  and  cultural  crisis 
among  the  young,  and  religious 
fundamentalism. 

All  Moslem  participants  de¬ 
nounced  violence  and  empha¬ 
sized  that  Islam  is  a  religion  of 
peace  that  obliges  its  followers 
to  respect  both  Jews  and  Chris¬ 
tians. 

“The  true  meaning  of  jihad  is 
to  overcome  any  any  feeling  of 
revenge,  even  when  a  Moslem  is 
attacked,"  said  Abdo.

Rabin 
dismisses 
move  to  bar 
weapons  from 
protests

.  BOTH  Prime  Minister  Yitzhak 
Rabin  and  Attorney-General  Mi¬ 
chael  Beo-Yair  dismissed  as  “im¬ 
practical”  a  suggestion  that  anti- 
government  protesters  be 
forbidden  to  carry  weapons  while 
attending  demonstrations,  offi¬ 
cials  in  the  Prime  Minister’s  Of¬ 
fice  who  attended  yesterday’s  cab¬ 
inet  meeting  said. 

The  suggestion  was  made  by 
Education  Minister  Amoon  Ru¬ 
binstein,  who  said  he  feared  that 
unless  something  is  done,  demon¬ 
strations  could  torn  violent 

The  issue  came  to  the  fore  meet¬ 
ing  after  Housing  Minister  Binya- 
min  Ben-Eliezer  described  how 
his  car  was  attacked  outside  the 
Knesset  as  the  Oslo  2  agreement 
was  being  debated. 

However,  neither  Rabin  nor 
Ben-Yair  felt  there  is  a  practical 
way  for  police  to  enforce  such  a 
measure.  Other  ministers  noted 
that  a  request  not  to  bring  weap¬ 
ons  would  also  have  link  value, 
since  many  of  the  protesters  are 
settlers  who  feel  that  weapons  are 
needed  to  ensure  their  own  safety 
on  their  way  to  and  from  the 
demonstration. 

Meanwhile,  whOe  briefing  min¬ 
isters  on  his  recent  trip  to  the 
United  Nations  and  his  meeting 
with  American  Jewish  leaders, 
Rabin  reiterated  his  criticism 
against  American  Jewish  critics 
who  lobby  Congress  against  his 
policies.  He  said  lobbying  against 
a  democratically  elected  govern¬ 
ment  constitutes  violating  a  “red 
light,”  and  therefore  cannot  be 
ignored. 
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
